TELLER RETIRES VOLUNTARILY 


Was a ae eee When Seated In 
1876, but Turned Over to Demo- 
cracy—Platt and Foraker Have Also 
Seen Long Service—Hepburn and 


Sherman Lead Representatives In 


Length of Service in Lower Branch 


Washington, March 1.—Twelve 
senators and seventy-seven repre- 
sentatives who are members of the 
present congress will be absent when 
the Sixty-First congress assembles in 
ppanectal session on March 15. The re- 
eee of Mr. Hopkins (llls.) and 
Mr. Stephenson (Wis.) not having 
taken place, it is possible that their 
failure of election will augment the 
number of senatorial absentees_ to 
fourteen. These changes in the per- 
sonnel of the senate and house in- 
clude many whose names are bywords 
to every reader of newspapers. 

Of the seventy-seven representa- 
tives who will retire on March 3, one, 
Mr. Hepburn (Ia.), has_ served 
twenty-two years in congress, and 
another, Mr. Sherman (N. Y.), wha 
becomes vice president, has served 
twenty years. Mr. Cousins (Ga.) 
and Delegate Smith (Ariz.), have 
each served sixteen years, while 
Jenkins (Wis.), Cooper (Tex.), 
Overstreet, (Ind.), Williams (Miss) 
and Acheson (Pa.), each have served 
fourteen years. 

Of the other representatives’ who 
will soon retire eight served twelve 
years, two ten years, six eight years, 
nine six years, fifteen four years, and 


twenty-eight two years or a single 
term. 

In years of service, Senator Teller 
(Col) is the fMestor of the retiring 


legislators, having been elected sena- 
tor upon the admission of his state to 
the union and taking his seat Dec. 4, 
1876, since when he has been con- 
tinuously and prominently in the pub- 
lic eye. He resigned from the sen- 
ate in 1882 to enter the cabinet of 
President Arthur as secretary of the 


interior, re-entering the senate 
March 4, 1885. 

A Republican in _ politics, Teller 
withdrew from the Republican na- 
tional convention in June, 1896, be- 
cause of the financial plank adopted 
by that party, which he has never 


since approved. He was re-elected 
to the senate as an independent sil- 
v2 Republican, and in 1903 was re- 
elected as a Democrat, with which 
party ke has been affiliated since he 
withdrew from the Republican con- 
vention. His conspicuous ability asa 
lawyer and his famillarity with legis- 
lation covering a long series of years 
have given him an eminent place in 
the senate, from which he will retire 
voluntarily on March 4, having de- 
clined re-election. He is a member 
of the national monetary commission 
and will continue his public service in 
that connection. 

Senalor Platt (N. Y.) served in the 
Forty-Third and Forty-Fourth con- 
gresses as a member of the house, 
entering the senate in 1881. On May 
16 of that year, when Senator Conk- 
lin resigned his seat because of his 
difficulties with President Garfield, 
his colleague, Platt, joined him, 
thereby gaining the designation of 
“me too” Platt. It has always been 
understood that Platt chafed under 
this nickname, and determined to re- 
turn to the senate as a vindication of 
his act, which he did March 4, 1897. 
Although he has been in very feeble 
health for several years, his attend- 
ance on the sessions of the senate on 
all important occasions has generally 
been marked with regularity. 

Senator Foraker, whose political 
career is fresh in the minds of every- 


one, has served in the senate twelve 
years. 
Senator McCreary had also been 


long in the house of representatives, 
having entered that body in the 
Forty-Ninth congress. After serving 
six terms he entered the senate six 
years ago. 

Other senators 


who will retire on 


March 4 are Ankeny (Wash.), Ful- 
ton (Ore.), Gary (S. C.), Hans- 
borough (Neb.), Kittredge, (S. BD: 


Long, (Kas.) and Milton, (Fla.), 

Representative Hepburn has been 
conspicuously interested in all mat- 
ters relating to interstate commerce, 
his connection with public affairs g0- 
ing back to ante-bellum days, for he 
was a delegate to the Republican na- 
tional convention of 1860. John S. 
Williams, former minority leader of 
the house, retires to enter the sen- 
ate two years henco. Representative 
Bede (Minn.), who has contributed 
to the humor of many campaigns, and 
Bourke Cockran (N. Y.), who has 
figured in many contests, also will re- 
tire. Cockran was in the Fiftieth 
congress, dropped out one term and 
reappeared in the Fifty-Second and 
Fifty-Third congresses. He was then 
out eight returning to the 
house six years ago.

He 
reached the White House just in time 
to greet as host Mr. Taft, who made 
his way there directly from his 
church. The two spent several hours 
in conference. 

In accordance with the custom of 
the retiring president, Mr. Roosevelt 
issued a proclamation calling the 
senate in extraordinary session at 
noon on March 4 next. The session 
is to be held for the purpose of re- 
ceiving “such communications as may 
be made by the executive,” among 
them probably the nominations of his 
cabinet officers. 

The full text of the proclamation is 
as follows: 

“Whereas, public interests require 
that the senate of the United States 
be convened at 12 o'clock on the 
fourth day of March next to receive 
such communications as may be made 
by the executive; 

“Now, therefore,~ I, 
Roosevelt, President of 
States of America, do hereby pro- 
claim and declare that an _ extra- 
ordinary occasion requires the senate 
of the United States to convene at the 
Capitol, in the city of Washington, 
on the fourth day of March next at 12 
o'clock noon, of which all persons 
who shall at that time be entitled to 
act as members of that body are here- 
by required to take notice. 

“Given under my hand and the seal 
of the United States at Washington, 
the twenty-seventh day of February in 
the year of our Lord 1909, and of the 
independence of the United States 
the one hundred and thirty-third.”

Two-Cent Postage to Newfoundland 

Becomes an Accomplished Fact 

Washington, March 1.—Beginning 
today, a 2 cent stamp will carry a 
letter from Newfoundland to the 
United States, and vice versa, in- 
stead of 5 cents, as heretofore. 

The reform is said to be due largely 
to the efforts of Dr. Wilfred Grenfell, 
the famous missionary to Labrador, 
Who recently interviewed President 
Roosevelt and Postmaster General 
Meyer on the subject.

ate Of Speakers Opposed 
To Any New Legislation 


There does not seem to be much 
sentiment in favor of the proposed 
amendment to the City Charter, mak- 
ing the Mayor a member of the 
school committee on the proposed bill 


relative to~a contagious disease hos- 
pital, if anything can be judged by 
what transpired at the hearings at 
the State House this morning. In 
fact there was a decided opposition 
especially to the bill making the 


Mayor chairman of the school commit- 
tee. 

Hearings were held on both bills 
by the Committee on Cities this morn- 
ing. 

There were quite a number of citi- 
zens present including Mayor Shea, 
Representatives Langelier and 
Thomas, ex-Senator E. H. Sprague, 
ex-Mayor J. O. Hall, President Hobbs 
of the City Council, ex-Councilmen 
W. F. Nichols, Fred B. Rice, Henry 
M. Faxon, N. G. Nickerson, C. J. Mc- 
Gilvray, Dr. N. S Hunting, chairman 
of the school committee, ex-City Solic- 
itor Paul R. Blackmur and iH. Y. Fol- 
lett.

Mayor Shea was the only one to ap- 
-pear in favor of the bill to make the 
Mayor chairman of the school com- 
mittee all the others to speak being 
in opposition to the proposed bill. 

The Mayor in opening the hearing 
said that there had been a feeling 
for some time that the City Council 
should be represented on the school 
board. He had no charges, however 
to make against the school commit- 
tee,

His own view was that the 
Mayor should be a member of tthe 
school committee. All the said the 


asked was for an opportunity for the 
citizens to decide if they wanted the 
Mayor on the school board. ‘He said 
the Mayor should not be prevented 
from being there if the citizens want- 
ed it. He said members of the school 
committee are elected by ‘parties but 
he had never heard of politics enter- 
ing into their conduct of affairs. 

| ‘He said that the charge that the 
| Mayor would bring politics into it was 
not well founded. He should be there 
to discuss financial matters and 
school plans. The Mayor now attends 
the school committee meetings only 
by courtesy. He should go by right. 

Paul R. Blackmur said the Citizens’ 
Association opposed the bill in any 
form. It was an ex-Mayor who rushed 
the bill into the City Council and it 
was passed. 

The Mayor appoints all administra- 
tive boards and has the right of re- 
moval. Even the law relative to con- 
tinuous board of Assessors does not 
apply to Quincy. In other words the 
Mayor is it with the exception of the 
school committee. He has trouble 
enough of his own without that. The 
excuse offered for the bill will not 
hold water. He does have the oppor- 
tunity to know the financial matter. 
He has a right to take part in the 
consideration of it in the Council. 

This would allow him to discuss 
it in the school committee, the City 
ee and afterward he can veto 


= present Mayor is giving us a 
good administration. It is the prin- 
ciple we object to. Some other man 
might dominate the school commit- 
tee. They will be debating teachers 
which we do not want to do. 

Mr. Blackmur said their Mayor 
would not, but there will come a 
time’ when the Mayor will. We do 
not want politics in our school board. 


Speaking of the referendum Mr. 
Blackmur said people are not edu- 
cated in this matter. They do not 
look into it and will vote unthinking- 
ly. In his judgment the bill would 
do harm. There had never been any 
friction between the Mayor and school 
board. Quincy has always had the 
utmost confidence in its school board. 

In reply to a question by Mayor]; 
Shea as to how many were present}! 
at the meeting of the Citizens’ Asso- 
ciation when the vote was passed 
against the bill, Mr. Blackmur said, 
there were 15 or 20 but the matter 
had been thoroughly discussed before. 


Representative Langelier opposed 
the bill. The matter was brought up 
in the Council just after the inaugural 
address and the new members natur- 
ally relied on the old members. He 
had heard members who voted for 
it then, opposed it since. At a public 
meeting held later the matter was 
thrown down so hard it made the 
city rock. He said we have an in- 

, telligent class of voters but they will 


inform themselves on such sub- 
jects. 

Ex-Councilman Walter F.

cy. The school department has abso- 
lute control creating a responsibility 
that has worked most admirably. 

If there is anything in our charter 
it is the separating of the depart- 
ments. There had been no friction 
between school department. They had 
always shown a disposition to cut 
their estimates to the lowest possible 
amount. There had been no demand 
for the Mayor to ibe a member of the 
school ‘board. ‘ 

Ex-Senator Eugene H. Sprague said 
the bill was then introduced by an 
ex-Mayor because he could not bam- 
boozle the school committee as he 
did everyone else. There was not 
a particle of merit in it. There is 
more politics in this bill than any- 
thing else brought ito the legislature. 
The people do not want it. 

Dr. Hunting chairman of the school 
committee said it was the unanimous 
feeling of the school committee that 
the bill should not be (passed. 

He said, it was a radical change 
designed to do away with the division 
of three bodies of the city. He said 
he thought it would bring politics in- 
to the schoo! committee. There had 
been times when a candidate for May- 
or had asked the superintendent to 
appoint a certain teacher to help along 
his campaign. But it was not done. 


He might use this power to favor 
his own political aspirations. The 
school committee has always been 
non partisan. Its meetings are open 


to the public and the Mayor and any 
citizen has a right to attend. 

Mr. Blackmur said he would like 
to ask President Hobbs of the City 
Council if his views were in favor of 
the bill.

Houwghs Neck seems to be looking 
for considerable this year. First it 
wants a school building which it is 
generally admitted it should have. But 
in addition to that it wants a lot of 
new fire alarm boxes. 

There are probably more fire alarm 
boxes now in this district than in any 
other section of the same size. 

The amount asked for in the crder 
offered at Monday night's meeting of 
the City Council was $475. 

One of tthe boxes called for in the 
order is a combination box. Just why 
a combination box is needed is hard 
to tell. There are not over four of 
these boxes in the city and they are 
all located in the centre district. 

One of the main features of a com- 
bination or interchangeable box is 
that in case the circuit upon which 
the box is located should be out of 
order, the arrangement at the back of 
the box permits it to be cut into an- 
other circuit, which is a good thing. 

Unfortunately there is but one cir- 
cuit to Houghs Neck and if this one 
circuit is out it is out until fixed and 
a dozen combination boxes would not 
help it any. 

As these boxes cost $150 and the 
ordinary non-interferring boxes $50 
it would seem that the additional $100 
might be used to better advantage 
elsewhere.

This is especially true when we 
are face to face with a heavy deficit. 
But when the desire to win the popu- 
lar approval leads to the cutting off of 
expenditures really needed to make 
the government effective and to en- 
able it to accomplish its proper objects 
the result is as much to be condemned 
as the waste of government funds in 
unnecessary expenditure. 

The Army and Navy. 

We should have an army so organ-

as such in foreign countries. We 
should make every effort to prevent 
humiliating and degrading prohibition 
against any of our citizens wishing 
temporarily to sojourn in foreign coun- 
tries because of race or religion. 


The Japanese Question. 

The admission of Asiatic immigrants 
who cannet be amalgamated with our 
population has been made the subject 
either of prohibitory clauses in our 
treaties and statutes or of strict ad- 
ministrative regulation secured by dip- 
lomatic negotiations. I sincerely hope 
that we may continue to minimize the 
evils likely to arise from such imm!- 
gration without unnecessary friction 
and by mutual concessions between 
self respecting governments. Mean- 
time we must take every precaution to 
prevent or, failing that, to punish out- 
bursts of race feeling among our peo- 
ple against foreigners of whatever na- 
tionality who have by our grant a 
treaty right to pursue lawful business’ 
here and to be protected against law- ! 
less assault or injury. 

Monetary Laws Need Change. 

One of the reforms to be carried aut 
during the incoming administration is | 


la change of our monetary and banking 


laws so as to secure greater elasticity 
in the forms of currency available for 
trade and to prevent the limitations of 
law from operating to increase the em- 
barrassments of a financial panic. The 
monetary commission lately appointed 
is giving full consideration to existing 
conditions and to all proposed reme- | 
Qies and will doubtless suggest one that | 
will meet the requirements of business 


and of public interest. 
Favors Postal Savings Banks. 


The incoming congress’ should 
promptly fulfill the promise of the Re-

The 
thirteenth and fourteenth amend- 
ments have been generally enforced 
and have secured the objects for which 
they were intended. While the fif- 
teenth amendment has not been gener- 
ally observed in the past, it ought to 
be observed, and the tendency of 
southern legislation today is toward 
the enactment of electoral qualifica-

"< EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 


The agitation for changing the date 
of inauguration from March 4th to 
April 30th seems to have been aban- 
doned, and it is hardly likely again to 
be so seriously urged as ‘it was in the 
early part of Mr. Roosevelt’s Admin- 
istration. It could have then been 
done with more than ordinary pro- 
priety, because such an _ extension 
would not have made his a longer 
term of office than that of some of its 
predecessors, thus avoiding a slightly 
sentimental objection to extending ‘the 
term of a man whose work begins 
squarely March 4th. The trouble 
with the proposed change is that, a- 
side from climatic conditions, it is de- 
cidedly in the wrong direction. The 
period between election and inaugu- 
ration is already too long. It is one 
of relative irresponsibility in govern- 
ment. A much better arrangement 
would be to have the popular election 
in November and inauguration Janu- 
ary ist, with a Congress regularly 
meeting when the Administration is 
fresh, but having no session after its 
successor had been chosen. These

Fails to Present Usual Resolutions 


Washington, March 5.—The Six- 
tieth congress came to an end at noon 


| Thursday and the Sixty-First began 
leo imperceptibly that the change was 
scarcely noticeable. 

The final act, though unofficial in- 
sofar as the house was concerned, 
took place in the senate chamber, 
when both houses witnessed the in- 
coming of the new administration. 

The senate met at noon today to 
;consider President Taft’s nomina- 
tions, but the house will not convene 
|again until the beginning of the ex- 
tra session of congress to be called 
for the 15th instant. 

Immediately after adjournment of 
the Sixtieth congress the proclama- 
tion of the president calling the senate 
in extraordinary session to consider 
presidential appointments was read at 
the direction of Vice President Sher- 
man. 

Utterly lacking in all the stirring 
incidents usually marking the close 
of a congress, the house at 11:59% 
o’clock was declared by Speaker 
Cannon to be adjourned without day. 
Having reeonvened at 10 o'clock in 
the morning, the two hours were spent 
in clearing up conference reports and 
passing a few unimportant billls. 

During the session Chairman 
Tawney of the appropriations com- 
mittee in the house declared that the 
expenditures of the government have 
at no time except in war increased 


| 

as rapidly as during the past eight 
years, primarily caused by popular 
and executive demands upon congress 
; for appropriations for the exercise of 
rights and functions belonging ex- 
clusively to the states and the ab- 
normal and unnecessary war expendi- 
tures in time of peace. 

| Appropriations during the _ past 
eight years, including the fiseal year 


| 1910, he said, we equal to $7,- 
| 007,839, ,183, and We declared that at 
| the end of the present fiscal year there 
| will be a deficit of $150,000,000. He 
; severely criticized the executive 
| branch for submitting estimates of ex- 
| penaitures far in excess of estimates 
of receipts. He placed the appropria- 
tions of the expiring administration at 
| $1,044,014,298. 

Mr. Livingston (Ga.), the ranking 
minority leader of the committee, 
characterized the appropriations as 
stupendous, saying they exceeded last 
session by $35,615,754 and greater 
than at any two sessions prior to 
1898. He declared congress should be 
commended for the millions it re- 
fused to appropriate “notwithstanding 
the pressure brought to bear by the 
executive and the badgering of in- 
numerable interests on all sides, 
clamoring to get their hands into the 
treasury.” 

Senator Culberson submitted a 
statement covering the past seven 
years, stating that the increase of ap- 
| | Propriations for 1910 show an increase

000, or about 51 percent, Ase that

Oyster Bay, N. Y., March 5.— 
Citizen Theodore Roosevelt, free 
from all official cares, rests peacefully 
today in his own hame on Sagamore 
/ Hill, three miles from this village, 
| after having gone through one of the 
| busiest weeks in his entire life—the 
final Week of his seven years’ admin-

ARGUES IN SUPREME COURT 


Says Commutation of Sentence to Life | 
Was Without His 
Consent and lilegal, Being More 
Severe Than Death—District Attor- 
ney Claims That Only Thing Left 
Is to Execute Rice’s Alleged Slayer 


Imprisonment 


New York, March 6.—Before the 
appellate division of the supreme 
court in Brooklyn, Albert T. Patrick, 
who was sentenced to death for the 
murder of William M. Rice in Septem- | 
ber, 1900, argued dramatically for 
nearly four hours for his liberty. 

The principal points of his conten- 
tion were that his conviction was the 
result of a “colossal conspiracy” by 
the justice at his trial and the au- 
thorities who prosecuted him and that 
Governor Higgins had no legal right 
to commute the sentence of the court 
to life imprisonment, inasmuch as he 
had not consented to such commuta- 
tion. 

Decision was reserved by the court 
and two weeks were allowed the re- 
lator in which to file a brief. In the 
meantime Patrick will be taken back 
to Sing Sing prison and given all the 
facilities he needs to prepare his 
brief. 

Assistant District Attorney Taylor, 
who appeared to oppose Patrick’s mo- 
tion, will file a brief in reply and 
there will be no further proceedings 
in open court. 

The scene in court while the con- 
demned man pleaded his cause with 
all the legal agility and fervor of a 
trained lawyer was_ sensational. 
State Detective Jackson, who had 
brought the prisoner down from Sing 
Sing, sat beside him at the lawyer's 
table and Patrick’s wife sat just be- 
hind him. | 

Patrick declared that life imprison- 
ment was a more severe sentence than 
death, and asked the court either to 
give him his liberty or to send him to 
the electric chair under the original 
sentence. He contended, however, 
that the governor’s action in com- 
muting his sentence without his con- 
sent had the effect of a pardon, be- 
cause no other legal power was vested 
in the state in the case of a man sen- 
tenced to death. 

Taylor said in reply that Patrick | 
should accept the sentence of life im- 
prisonment, but, if he did not accept 
it, the only thing left to do would be | 
to execute him.

USE FOR THE MAINE 


Civil Engineer Would Make an 
Isle of Sunken Warship. 


WANTS PARK AROUND HULK. 


Dredging About the Wreck to Make a 
Thousand Foot Island Would Greatly 
Benefit Havana Harbor Traffic, Says 
O. C. Woolson—Opposes Plan to 
Tow Vessel Out to Sea. 


Foremost among the Americans who 
do not agree® with ex-Governor Ma- 
goon’s scheme for raising the battle- 
ship Maine from her bed in the har- 
bor of Havana 1s Orosco C. Woolson, 
a civil engineer of New York city, 
who says the wreck should be trans- 
formed into an island park and at half 
the cost of taking it out to sea. 

In a talk with a reporter the other 
day Mr. Woolson said: 

“The wreck of the Maine, which lies 
in thirty-six feet of water, could be 
made into an {island a thousand feet 
in diameter at a comparatively small 
cost which would serve as a memento 
of the sixty-three sailors whose re- 
mains were never recovered and which 
are believed to be in the wreck. The 
suggestion made to Governor Magoon 
to raise the Maine and tow it out to 
sea comes from those persons who do 
not realize what the wreck means to 
all loyal American citizens. The  ‘s- 
land, properly decorated with roses 
and palm trecs, could be arranged so 
that people could promenade there and 
rest on settees while they meditated 
over the fact of the gallant sailors en- 
tombed below. 

“If the wreck was raised it is safe to 
say that the remains of the men 
would be left below without a grave 
unless they were fastened in the fron 
or wood work of the Maine. 

“There is plenty of space in the har- 


| bor of Havana for ail maritime traf- 


fic, and the dredging round the wreck 
to form the island would be of great 
advantage to the commercial value of 
the harbor. I know the harbor well, 
and it is not at all necessary to raise 
the wreck of the Maine, and no loyal 
Cuban, I believe, would wish to see it 
done. It looks like sacrilege to me to 
disturb the few bones that the sharks 


young! have left of the sailors who went 


down with the Maine. There is no 
question of the cause of her founder- 
ing; that was settled years ago by 
able experts who were too intelligent 
to give an unjust verdict even if our 
country was at war with Spain.” 

Mr. Woolson has written a letter to 
Congressman R. Wayne Parker of 
New Jersey, pointing out his objection 
to the raising of the wreck of the bat- 
tleship, and states that neither Presi- 
dent Roosevelt nor Governor Magoon 
has taken into account the sentiment 
of the American people with regard to 
the Maine. He asks the congressman 
to do all he can toward having the 
wreck in Havana turned into a per- 
petual monument for those of the 
crew who were lost, and he said that 
he intended to bring the question be- 
fore the Newark board of trade at its 


next meeting in order to get the sup- 
port of that influential commercial 


body.—New York Times.

FLAMES WIPE 
OUT OLD CHURCH 


Make short Work of Landmark. 


at Reading, Mass, 
AID FROM TWO OTHER TOWNS 


Blazing Embers Threatened Business 
Portion With 
Which Had Been 
Two Weeks 
Caused by Crossed Wires and Loss 
Will Reach $50,000 


Destruction—Revival 
In Progress For 


Is Interrupted—Fire 


Reading, Mass., March 6.—Fire 


lost night completely destroyed the 
Reading Congregational church, an 
old landmark of the town, which for 
over fifty years had stood at the 
corner of Woburn and Sanborn 
streets, almost facing the main 
equare. 


During the progress of the flames 
the entire business section of the town 
was threatened with destruction, and 
aid was summoned from Wakefield 
and Stoneham. 

Several residences and barns ad- 
jacent to the burning edifice caught 
tire from blazing embers, but were 
extinguished without serious loss. 

The fire was caused by a defective 
electric light fixture and the loss will 
reach $50,000, which is covered to the 
extent of $20,000 by insurance carried 
by the church society. 

For the last two weeks revival ser- 
vices have been held in the edifice, 
the evangelist in charge being Rev. 
Dr. Dundonald, and many members 
of the congregation were already on 
their way to the services which were 
to have been held as usual when the 
fire broke out. 

About 7:15 o’clock Janitor Butters 
went into the basement of the church 
to attend to the furnaces and while 
engaged in that work smelled smoke. 
Going up the stairs that led to the 
main auditorium, he found the whole 
place on fire and rushed into the 
street calling for assistance. 

Chief of Police Leggett rang in the 
first alarm, and on the arrival of the 
fire fighters a general alarm was 
sounded, while Wakefield and Stone- 
ham were also asked to send help. 
entire 


Fifteen minutes later the 
structure, 75x30 feet, two stories in 
height and built of wood, was one 


mass of flame, lighting up the sky for 
miles around. 

Just before 8 o'clock the fire 
reached the steeple of the church, 
which was forty-five feet in height, 
and swept by the brisk 
breeze that prevailed soon reached 
the topmost pinnacle. Then with a 
great crash the steeple toppled and 
fell, carrying down with it the big 
bell that it had contained. 

When the timbers struck the pave-

ment, great pieces of burning wood 
were scattered in every direction, 
and many of the firemen received 


slight burns in consequence. 


Some of the burning brands were 
carried to neighboring rooftops, the 
glare of these incipient fires causing 
the men to turn their attention in that 
direction, once it was seen that the 
church was doomed. 

Odd Fellows’ hall, directly across 
the strect, was for a time in danger, 
and small fires were extinguished on 
the roofs of five houses in Reading

Mhe frequent long runs that the 
police patrol wagon is called upon to 
make is a severe hardship for the one 
horse of the department and it would 
seem advisable that the department 
should be supplied with an auto 
patrol wagon. 

The one horse is likely to be called 
upon any night to make a run to Wol- 
laston or Atlantic, three miles away 
and to follow that with a run to 
Houghs Neck. Two such runs as 
these, and the horse would naturally 
be all in for that night. 

Another thing should a call for the 
wagon be received from Atlantic, it 
would be at least 20 or 25 minutes 
before the wagon could arrive. In thé 
meantime the officer would have 
stand guard over his prisoner. 

If however the department was 
supplied with an automobile the run 
to Atlantic could be made in quick 
time. 

After leaving City Square the driver 
would have a clear street to Atlantic 
and he could send his car down Han- 
cock street at a 25 mile an hour cli 
or perhaps even better.

“I called upon Miss Smith quite fre- 
quently while in Geneva and saw the 
portrait of Cagliostro grow from its 
beginning. It was simply wonderful. 
At first the outline appeared like the 
features of 2 young man, but as Miss 
Smith worked the face grew older and 
| wrinkie. The color of his dress was 
changed several times during the mak- 
ing of the picture and finally remained 
a rich brown. 

“You understand that Miss Smith Is 
an uneducated girl, without a knowl- 
edge of or even an acquaintance with 


painting. She is always in a trance 
while doing her work and never takes 
anything to eat or drink on the day 
she receives her ‘Inspiration.’ As there 
is a painting of Cagliostro in the 
Louvre at Paris, it is proposed to 


bring the painting by Miss Smith to 
Paris to compare the likeness of the 
subconscious work with the real por- 
trait in the museum. 

“Miss Smith’s work so far has con- 
sisted of three other paintings—a ‘Cru- 
cifixion,’ which possesses such strength 
and originality -that it made 
come to my eyes when I looked upon 
{t; ‘Christ In Gethsemane’ and a ‘Vir- 
gin.” She has never been out of Ge- 
neva and has been a very limited read-

“M. Badin, in whose store Helen 
acted as a shopgirl until her remarka- 
ble psychic manifestations attracted 
the attention of the psycho-philoso- 
phers, told me that Helen never evi- 
denced great intelligence, but that she 
had a remarkable memory. Whenever 
she became possessed with an inspl- 
ration to paint M. Badin willingly al- 
lowed her to go home and remain 
away as long as she required.

“She generally starts her portraits 
with the eyes. The room in which she 
paints is always in a dim light, and 
absolute quiet must prevail. She had 
her first command to paint in 1906, 
but attributed it to some wild fancy 
and did not take it seriously, but as 
the inspiration recurred she followed 
{ts instructions and finished her first 
work, ‘The Crucifixion,’ in 1908.” 


DAMAGE BY KANSAS THISTLES 


Heavy Winds Drifted the Filmy Stuff 
Till Trains Were Delayed. 

In the heavy windstorm in which 
Logan county, Kan., recently suffered 
much loss for forty-eight hours, the 
greatest damage was done by the in- 
offensive Russian thistle, more com- 
monly known as the tumbleweed.

Mrs. J. M. Hill Tells How To 


Make Entrees 


ILLUSTRATES LECTURE WITH 
PRACTICAL DEMONSTRATION 


Ladies Sample Delicaces And Pro- 
nounce Them Fine 


The second of Mrs. 
zie Hill’s demonstration lectures on 
cooking under the auspices of the 
Wollaston Kindergarten committee, 
was given Monday afternoon in 
Brasee hall, Wollaston, the attendance 
was fully as large as last week and 
the interest as keen.

Mrs. Hill began her lecture by giv- 
ing tthe definition of entree; some- 


thing that is served between, just af- 
ter the main course—the whole thing 
on one plate, or individual, and every 
particle is edible, or it may be the 
main dish of a luncheon. 

The first dish made and servec 
Ham Timbales with peas in 
sauce. The little moulds were per- 
fect with a bit of parsley on each, 
around which was poured the sauce, 
and they were just as good to eat as 
they looked. One could also use ham 
and chicken, or tongue with lamb or 
veal. She gave valuable information 
regarding the different timbales and 
ramekin dishes, and how to line the 
moulds. 

The second dish appealed especially 
to those who have learned the many 
various things that can be prepared 
in a casserole, and the advantage of 
having all served hot in the dish it 
is cooked in. Veal Balls with maca- 
roni en casserole was composed of 
so many ingredients that it would be 
a dinner in itself for the average 
family. Mrs. Hill told and showed in 
detail each step as regarding pre- 
paring the tomatoes, macaroni, etc. 

The Truffled Fish mousse was a 
dish which must have been new to 
all. The fish mould was first lined 
with truffle cut to fit depressions in 
the mould but as Mrs. Hill said, for

ordinary occasions a plain mould 
would do just as well. A lady asked 
her to tell what a truffle was, and 


Mrs. Hill fully explained where and 
how they grew and were hunted. 
They are a great delicacy. The mousse 
was served with a delicious hollan- 
daise sauce and garnished with pota- 
to rosettes slightly browned and 
would please the eye as well as the 
taste of every one. She explained 
how one could use the breast of chick- 
en instead of fish. : 

The Halibut au gratin en 
Remequins were delicious and she 
said there were endless ways of pre- 
paring fish after this method and hav- 
ing very delectable dishes, most of us 
do not use enough fish. She told of 
the Indian mother and the pains she 
took to provide the different proteids 
and animal foods for her family. 
These prehistoric people did little 
cooking but with natural instinct 
they got all the elements needed. 

Baked Bananas were liked by 
those who do mot like bananas raw. 
Mrs. Hill said they were wholesome 
after cooking and had a food value. 

To the Sultana sauce she added 
cooking sherry wine, which she said 
contained no more alcohol than did 
vanilla.

Indianapolis to Have the Most 
Remarkable In the World. 


COURSE FIVE MILES LONG. 


Spectators Will Have a Clear View at 
Any Time of the Cars Racing at 
Their Highest Speed—Whole Track 
to Be Brilliantly Lighted. 


Indianapolis is to have 
largest and most remarkable 
racing track in the world. Instead of 
being circular or elliptical, it will 
double on itself, and as a result the 
racers will be in full view of the grand 
stand almost constantly. 

Engineers are now at work staking 
off the course and arranging for the 
clearing of the ground. Active work 
of building the speedway will be be- 
gun as soon as the weather will per- 
mit, and not later than Feb. 15. The 
track and the entire grounds are un- 
der contract to be completed by May 
15, so that the first public event may 
take place early in June. 

The speedway will be built on a 
tract of land known as the John Press- 
ley farm, just northwest of Haugh- 
ville and adjoining the county asylum

grounds, The tract is a mile long and 
half a mile wide. 
The entire cost of the speedway, | 


with the grand stands and other build- 
ings, will be nearly half a million dol- 
lars. The speedway will consist of an 
outside track two miles in circumfer- 
fifty and sixty feet in width, | 
with suitably banked turns that will 
allow a speed of more than 100 miles 
Irom this outside track runs 
an inside snakelike track three miles 
long, which will enable the promoters 
to give every style of combination 
track and road racing In clear view of 
the grand stands. } 

The general detail of the equipment 
will be far more complete than ever 
before attempted on speedways. The 
easy access to the city will enable the 
promoters to accommodate great 
crowds of people. 

The main grand stand will have a 
seating capacity of 85,000, and besides | 
there will be twenty additional grand’! 
stands, each with a seating capacity of| 
fifty, placed at different points about | 
the speedway. The small grand stands 
will make it convenient for clubs tc 
attend the meets in a body and have 
their own seating reservations. 

All the grand stands will be at an 
elevation that will enable those inside 
to see all parts of the five mile course 
at any time. The track will have the | 
unique distinction of being the only | 
speedway or racing course in the} 
world where the spectators can see! 
| the cars at their highest speed at any} 
time during their filghts about the 
track. Arrangements will be made to 


park 1,500 private automobiles. 

The promoters say that the general 
plan of the track will insure the safest 
high speed racing. The plat of ground} 
is level, and there will be’ no fences or] 
buildings to obstruct the view of the 
spectators. The parking spaces and 
grand stands will be subdivided from 
the main grounds by wire fences, mak- 
ing it impossible for spectators to get 
on the track at any point. 

The entire course will be brilliantly 
lighted in order that twenty-four hour 
record trials may be given. The plans 
provide for 420 independent electric 
are lights furnished with reflectors 
stationed about the track and arrang:- 
ed in such a manner that the light will 
be thrown away from the eyes of the 
drivers.

The annual town meeting was held 
Monday. Louis A. Cook was modera- 
tor. The motion made by ex-Select- 
man J. Clarence Howe that the meet- 
ing adjourn until 7.10 P. M. to en- 
able the workingmen to attend was 
lost by a vote of 135 to 83. 

The main fight was over the school 
question and the committees report, 
to which was appended the report of 
the retiring superintendent of schools 
containing some very radical recom- 
mendations, was refused acceptance. 
Later in the day however the school 
committees’ report was accepted. 

All the forenoon was taken up with 
the school question. There was much 
discussion as to whether the school 
committee should pay the incoming 
superintendent $2000, the same salary 
as the retiring superintendent ‘has 
been receiving. A number wanted the 
maximum placed at $1800. But finally 
the whole sum asked for by the com- 
mittee $60,500 and one half the dog 
tax was voted, and the committee can 
pay the new superintendent $2000. 
This appropriation, also makes it pos- 
sible for the committee to raise the 
salaries of all the teachers below the 
Sth grade. 

The superintendent recommended in 
his report ‘that the grades below the 
high school be reduced from 9 to 8, 
and that the children be not allowed 
to enter the first grade until they are 


six years old, and that there be but 
one session for the first two grades 
These recommendations were vigor- 
ously opposed by Joseph A. Cushing, 
Nelson W. Garden and others, and it 
was voted as the sense of the meet- 
ing that the pupils of the first two 
grades be given the same hours of 


education as the pupils of the other 
grades.

Her phrasing and 
ensemble work was especially good. 

Miss Adelaide Griggs the alto has 
a voice of deep and sympathetic 
quality, well suited to oratorio work 
Her tone production and style are ad- 
mirable, and she sings with an ab- 
andon that is delightful. 

The tenor part as sung by H. Lam- 
bert Murphy was one of the features 
of the evening. He has a tenor voice 
of unusually sweet and sympathetic 


quality, and his intelligent and sin- 
cere interpretations were decidedly 
pleasing. 

It was very unfortunate for the 


audience that Mr. Murphy’s part was 
so short. 


The orchestra which included the 
first twelve players of the Boston 
Festival orchestra, played under- 


standingly, and added much to the 
pleasure of the performance. 

Arthur S. Wonson the conductor 
deserves much credit for the success 
of the work. Mr. Wonson is a musi- 
cian of ithe first water, and as a con- 
ductor he leaves nothing too be de- 
sired. 

In summing up, all one can say, 
was that in every way the work was 
a triumphant success and it is sin- 
cerely to be hoped that now that the 
initial appearance has been made the 
Choral society will soon appear 
again.

Appointment of Democrat of Nearly

Chicago, March 10.—Secretary of 
War Dickinson appeared before the 
Iroquois club, a Democratic organiza- 
tion, last night and made his first 
formal address since his appointment 
by Presidertt Taft.

Like many south- 
ern men, I have at times disapproved 
its policies, but on account of local 
conditions, did not actively oppose it. 

“t is a misfortune to the south, a 
misfortune to the whole country, that 
inexorable conditions were such that 
differences on all other questions have 
been subordinated to one question.

Guilty of Wicked Practices 

Paris, March 10.—The parliament- 
ary commission which is investigating 
political and administrative conditions 
in the island of Gaudtloupe in con- 
nection with the charges of corrupt 
practices brought against M. Legiti- 
mus, the negro deputy from Gaude- 
loupe, has elicited a number of re- 
markable facts.

He 
said the magistrates, enfeebled by the 
climate, abandoned themselves to 
reprehensible practices, such as “in- 
toxicating themselves with ether and 
morphine.” 


ELIOT RAPS BOSTON 


Says City Employes Do Not 
Day’s Work For Day’s Pay 
Birmingham, Ala., March 10.— 
President Eliot of Harvard univer- 
sity discussed at the high school au- 
ditorium here “Government by Com- 
mission.” He maintained that the 
highest efficiency in municipal gov- 
ernment is accomplished by small 
government bodies placed in office by 
universal suffrage. 

He gave the results of his investiga- 
tion in Galveston and other Texas 
cities which are under commission 
form of government, saying:

President Wood stated that the 
woolen mills of the country are pay- 
ing the highest wages ever paid to 
woolen workers and that his company 
had strained itself to maintain this 
high schedule through the trying 
times since the panic. 

The American Woolen company em- 
ploys nearly 40,000 operatives in 
thirty distinct plants.

TO COST OVER $50,000,000 


Foreign Capital Interested In New 
York Rapid Transit Scheme 

New York, March 10.—The 
scramble for rapid transit railroad 
rights in New York city took a fresh 
turn when William J. Wilgus pre- 
sented to the public service commis- 
sion plans for an extensive “inter- 
terminal belt line” for the transporta- 
tion of both passengers and fretghts. 

The proposed line, which Includes 
both elevated and subway roads at 
various portions of its route, practi- 
cally circles the city, taking in the 
entire waterfront and touching also 
the Grand Central station and the 
Pennsylvania’s new terminal.

JACK JOHNSON 
READY T0 FIGHT 


Thinks No Man h the World 
_ ual Put Him to Sleep 


WANTS DOUBLE END CONTEST 


Considered Income Tax on His Salary 
Sufficient Pay For Treatment He 
Recelved In Melbourne Hospital— 
Offer of Money and Silk Socks to 
Doctor Was, Rejected—Turned 
Down by Australian Methodists 


Victoria, B. C., March 10.—Jack 
Johnson, the heavyweight champion 
pugilist, and his white wife, a form- 
er Philadelphia woman, who threw in 
her lot with him after his fight at 
Sydney, and Sam Fitzpatrick, who is 
no longer manager of the black cham- 
pion, arrived by steamer Makura 
from Sydney. 

Johnson unreservedly declared his 
willingness to meet Jeffries or any 
other man. In an interview just be- 
fore leaving for Vaneouver, Johnson 
said: 


“Iam willing to meet Jeffries; I am | 


willing to meet any man in the world, 
and I do not think any one can get a | 
decision over me, much less put me} 
out. It tires me to hear this talk 
about Jeffries claiming the champion- 
ship. Why, when a mayor leaves of- 
fice, he’s an ex-mayor, 
When a champion leaves the ring, 
he’s an ex-champion. Well, if Jeff- 
ries wants to try and get the cham- 
pionship back I’m willing to take him 
on. 

“I want a winner and a loser's end. 
I don't care what it fs, 
75 and 
winner and loser’s end. 
I met Burns.” 

Johnson intends to devote several 
months to a theatrical engagement, 
having signed with a syndicate in 
England for the London halls, and af- 
ter an English tour to visit France 
and Germany. 

Asked whether he intended to ar- 
range a match with Ketchel he said 
everything depends on the offers. It 
was doubtful though, he said, if any- 
thing could be brought off until after 
his theatrical tour. He was much in- 
terested in Jeffries’ condition. ‘ 

“Did you go into the Melbourne hos- 
pital as a charity patient?” Johnson 
was asked. 

“Well, it was this way. I had 
some trouble with my neck and kind 
of thought the Melbourne hospital the 
best place to go; but I didn’t go there 
as a charity patient. Why, I drove 
there in my motor car.” 

“Did you pay for the treatment?” 

“Why, no, it was a free hospital, 
wasn’t it, and anyhow, I felt free to 
go there, for wasn’t I paying an in- 
come tax on the £210 I was getting 
for my theatrical work? I kind of 
thought the income tax was sufficient 
to pay for what I got at the hospital. 
I offered to pay the doctor, anyhow, 
but he wouldn’t take the money. 
Then I wanted to send him some silk 
socks, but he wouldn’t take them. I 
told him that men in America worth 
millions went to public hospitals, but 
he didn’t seem to understand. Austral- 
fa has no reason to complain about 
me,though. I have paid my income tax 
all the time.” 

On the way from Australia Johnson 
took part in two concerts on board 
and was warmly applauded. He 
played selections on the bass violin 
and often at night, when the rolling 
of the steamer was not too much to 
make him indisposed, for Johnson 
admits that the sea got the decision 
over him a couple of times, he was 
heard practicing on his violin. He 
admitted that he had intended giving 
some selections at church entertain- 
ments in Australia. 

“I am a churchman, belonging to 
the Methodist church, but they did 
not seem to have much use for a col- 
ored man in the Methodist churches 
of that ‘White Australia.’ They are 
good sports, though. They treated me 
fine and I’ve got no kick coming.” 

Sam Fitzpatrick, when asked about 
his split with Johnson, said it had be- 
gun soon after the fight. “Johnson 
was a different man before the fight,” 
he said. “He would feed out of the 
hand then, but he is a hard man to 
handle now,” said Fitzpatrick. “We 
decided to split soon after the Makura 
left.”

Four Hotels Destroyed, While Hardly | 
a Home Escaped Damage—Church 
Directly In Path of Storm Passed 
Through It Unscathed and Is Being 
Used as a Hospital—Hundreds of 
People Homeless 


Brinley, Ariz., March 10.—Thirty 
pr more lives were snuffed out, sixty 
people were injured, fourteen serious- 
ly, and property estimated to be w orth 
$1,000,000 was destroyed as a result 
of a tornado which wrecked this lit- 
tle town. Of the known dead, four- 
teen are white people. 

The tornado hovered about the city 
only a few minutes, but its work of 
destruction was complete. The 
Roman Catholic church, directly in 
the path of the storm, alone escape d 
damage or destruction and stands a 
grim sentinel on a scene of desola- 
tion. Main street and Cypress ave- 
nue, the two principal thoroughfares, 
are impassable from end to end, 
piled high with wreckage.

SPEAKS ON WATERWAYS 


Brockton Man Tells Quincy Citizens About 
Proposed Canal 


A public meeting was held Wednes- 
day evening in the Council Chamber, 
City Hall, under the auspices of the 
Citizens’ Association and was fairly 
well attended, although ‘there were 
not aS many present as were expect- 
ed. 

Judge Loyed E. Chamberlain ot 
Brockton, president of the Massachu- 
setts Board of Trade, was the speak- 
er of the evening, his subject being 
“The Brockton Canal and Inland 
Waterways.” Judge Chamberlain 
represented Massachusetts in the 
Rivers and HarborS Congress in 
Washington and has made a careful 
and thorough study of the inland 
waterway qestion. 

He had his subject 
and spoke very 


hand 
and in- 
structively on what he termed “a wet 
but somewhat dry subject.” 

Walter S. Pinkham, chairman of 
the waterways committee of the Citi- 
zens’ Association, preSided, and after 
a short address of welcome, intro- 
duced Judge Chamberlain, who was 
received with a round of applause. 

A general talk on the question of in- 
land waterways was given at the be- 
ginning, leading up to the part of 
local interest “The Brockton canal.” 
The speaker said that for the success 
of a country three things were nec- 
essary. fertile- soil, busy workshops 
and communication and ‘transporta- 
tion between peoples.

Other coun- 
tries are realizing the importance of 
inland waterways, said the 
and we must realize it too and act at 
once, or else these other countries 
will go ahead of us and take away our 
foreign trade. 

Canada for instance is 
millions on canals and if we don’t 
spend millions also, the trade from 
he West to New York by the way of 
Chicago, is . going to go abroad 
through Canada instead of New 
York. 

The speaker then proceeded to tell 
why there was such great activity in 


spending 


the canal and inland waterway ques- 
tion at the present time. He gave 
four reasons. First, the general 


movement for the conservation of 
natural resources. 

He told of the way in 
were beginning to realize 
destruction of our forests at the 
headwaters of the river, was the des- 
truction of our natural water supply, 
our natural reservoir. He said that 
a movement was on foot now to save 
these and this water supply 
and that soon we would have an un- 
limited supply. 

Second, railroads in times of pros- 
perity are unable to take care of the 
business of the country. They have 
not kept pace with the increase in 
manufactured products for while our 
commerce has increased twelve. per- 
cent, railroad facilities have only in- 
creased two percent. 

He said that it was practically im- 
possible for the railroads to catch 
up. Great financiers, he remarked, 
say that it would cost one million 
dollars every year for five year, to 
bring them up to where they should 
be. Hence, Judge Chamberlain said 
we must find something else, and the 
inland waterways system seems to be 
the remedy.

given for this 
was the delinquency 
of the railroads themSelves. They 
have brought it on themselves, said 
Mr. Chamberlain, for they have had 
extraordinary privileges and have 
not lived up to their contracts. They 
have not given us proper rates and 
in fact, we have been dealt with un- 
lawfully. 

The Judge said that railroad men 
themselves admit that they need re- 
lief and that relief can only come 
from inland waterways. Hence we 
must perfect a system of inland 
waterways all over the country. 

Judge Chamberlain gave as his 
third reaSon, the construction of the 
Panama canal. With this canal we 
must be prepared to compete with 
other countries and especially South 
America, in the grain trade. Hence 
a system is needed whereby we can 
transport our products from Chicago 


and other inland points down the 
Mississippi river. 
Our harbors too must be widened 


and deepened, for in the future there 
will be vessels 1000 feet long, draw- 
ing 40 feet of water, and we must 
have water to float them. The great 
race in the future is the transporta- 
tion of commodities from places 
where they are worthless to. places 
they are valuable. 

The United States, said the speak- 
er, must be in this race and she must 
improve with others if she wishes to 
stay in it. Victory will come to the 
nation which has the best harbors 
and the best system of inland water- 
ways. 

Judge Chamberlain then spoke of 
the Brockton canal, telling why it 
would benefit us here in Quincy, with 
the Fore River works here. He told 
why tthe proposed canal across Cape 
Cod from Buzzards Bay could not be, 
saying that the sandy coast on both 
sides would make the digging of a 
canal there impossible. 

Therefore the Brockton canal is 
the one. In case of war, he said, 
with this canal ships of war would 
have a ‘place of refuge. He also gave 
many examples of the domestic and 
industrial advantages that the Brock- 
ton canal offers. 

This is one of the greatest and most 
important questions now confronting 
the people, concluded Judge Chamber- 
lain, and interests people of Massa- 
chusetts, New England and the At- 
lantic coast from Boston to the Ches- 
apeake Bay. 

Judge Chamberlain was loudly ap- 
plauded as he finished, and received 
many personal congratulations after 
the meeting adjourned.

STANDARD OIL 
IS NOT GUILTY 


Judge Instructs Rebate Jury to 
Return Verdict to That Effect 


A BLOW TO GOVERNMENT SUITS 


Marks the End of Famous Case In 
Which Original Penalty of $29,- 
240,000 Imposed by Judge Landis 
Was Set Aside by Court of Appeals 
—Federal Attorneys Say Trusts Are 
Now Safe From Prosecution 


Chicago, March 11.—In the opinion 
of federal attorneys the decision of 
Judge Anderson invalidates class tar- 
iffs and will make it impossible to 
convict a shipper for violation of the 
class tariff regulations. 

Judge Anderson decided in the re- 
trial of the Standard Oil company 
case, touching the $29,240,000 fine 
imposed by Judge Landis, that the 
jury must return a verdict of not 
guilty on all the counts of the indict- 
ment. 

The decision of Anderson followed 
several previous decisions in which 
he knocked the props from under the 
government's case. 

“As I view the matter the proof to 
support these counts absolutely fails,” 
said the court. “I deem these fatal 
errors,” he concluded, after summing 
up his reasons for his decision. 

The decision marks the end of the 
famous Chicago & Alton case, in 
which Judge Landis imposed a fine of 
$29,240,000. 

The $29,240,000 fine was originally 
imposed by Landis in the United 
States circuit court of the northern 
district of Illinois, but it was imposed 
upon the Standard Oil Company of 
New Jersey. 

This made the opening for 
Standard Oil’s appeal. The Standard 
Oil attorney contended that the fine 
if imposed at all should have been 
imposed on the Standard Oil Company 
of Indiana, and that this concern was 


unable to pay any such fine as $29,- | 


240,000. This view was upheld by 
the United States circuit court of ap- 
peals, which set aside the fine.

constantly smoking strong cigars. 


ECLIPSE ECLIPSES RIVAL 


Makes Fast Time In Race With Jute- 
opolis From Hong Kong 
Baltimore, March 11.—A 14,000 
mile race between two of the fastest 
sailing ships which come to this port 
ended when the British bark Eclipse, 
Captain White, arrived at Quaran- 
tine. A few hours behind the Eclipse 
was the British bark Juteopolis, the 
other competitor in the long race. 
Both vessels, loaded with matting, 
sailed from Hong Kong, the Jute- 
opolis on Oct. 25 and the Eclipse 
Nov. 29. It took the Eclipse thirty- 
six days less time to make the voyage 
than was consumed by her rival.

MARK TWAIN ON NEW PLANET 


Humorist Tells Why He Is Sure There 
Is One Near Neptune. 

Mark Twain, whose interest in celes- 
tial affairs is generally known, contrib- 
utes to Harper’s Weekly his impres- 
sions of the new planet which, ac- 
cording to astronomers of Harvard, is 
believed to be causing perturbations 
to Neptune. He says: 

I believe in the new planet. I was elev- 
en years old in 184, when Leverrier and 
Adams and Mary Somerville discovered 
Neptune through the disturbance and dls- 
comfort it was causing Uranus. ‘Per- 
turbations” they call that kind of dis- 
turbance. I had been having those per- 
turbations myself for more than two 
months—in fact, all through watermelon 
time, for they used to keep dogs in some 
of the patches In those days. You notice 
that these recent perturbations are con- 
sidered remarkable because they pertur- 
bate through three seconds of arc, but 
really that is nothing. Often I used to 


perturbate through as much as half an | 


hour if it was a dog that was attending 
to the perturbating. There isn’t any Nep- 
tune that can outperturbate a dog, and I 
know, because I am not speaking from 
hearsay. Why, if there was a planet 
20,000 ‘“‘light years’ the other side of

time when it comes to perturbating. You 
let a dog jump out at you all of a sudden 
in the dark of the moon and you will see! 
what a small thing three seconds of arc 
is. The shudder that goes through you | 
then would open the seams of Noah's ark | 
itself from figurehead to rudder post, and 
you would drop that melon the same as if 
you had never had any but just a casual 
interest in it. I know about these things, 
because this is not tradition I am writing 
but history. 

Now, then, notice this: About the end of 
August, 1846, a change came over me, and 
I resolved to lead a better life, so I re- 
formed. But it was just as well anyway, 
because they had got to having guns and 
dogs both. Although I was reformed, the’ 
perturbations did not stop. Does that! 
strike you? They did not stop; they went 
right on and on and on for three weeks, 
clear up to the 23d of September. Then 
Neptune was discovered, and the whole’ 
mystery stood explained. It shows that 
I am 50 sensitively constructed that I per- 
turbate when any other planet is dis- 
turbed. This has been going on all my 
life. It only happens in the watermelon 
season, but that has nothing to do with 
{t and has no significance. Geologists and 
anthropologists and horticulturists all tell 
me it is only ancestral and hereditary, 
and that is what I think myself. Now, 
then, I got to perturbating again last 
eummer—all summer through—all through | 
watermelon time, and where do you 
think? Up here on my farm in Connecti- 
cut. Is that significant? Unquestionably 
it is, for you couldn't raise a watermelon 
on this farm with a derrick. 

That perturbating was caused by the 
new planet.

Fifth—That we demand a definite 
and more uniform scale of wages and 
prices for all classes of labor at all 
colleries in the anthracite region, and 
that all employes paid $1.50 a day or 
less per day shall receive a 10 per 
cent advance, and all employes paid 
more than $1.50 and less than $2 per 
day shall receive a5 per cent ad- 
vance.

Newest Food Fad.

Currant bread is the newest food 
fad. Two or three years ago this 
bread became very popular in 


” 


Eng- 
land, where it was “discovered” after 
having been eaten for decades on the 
continent, especially in Holland. Fol- 
lowing this example, American bakers 
and housewlves have now taken up 
currant bread. Adding about three 
parts of currants to seven parts of 
dough makes a loaf which is said by 
food experts to be 50 per cent more 
nourishing than ordinary bread. The 
currants themselves are rated by 
chemists as being at least half again 
as nourishing as beef. 

One reason why currant bread has 
not become popular here before this is 
that when it has been 
usually been oversweetened. The 
bread’ now made is very slightly 
sweetened, so that it can form a part 
of everyday diet without the inju- 
rious effects produced by too large 
amounts of cake and pastry. Among 
the other advantages claimed for cur- 
rant bread is that it requires no but- 
ter and is therefore much more eco- 
nomical. 

By many whole wheat currant bread 
is considered the best of all. This ts 
how it is made: Scald (do not boil) one 
and a half cupfuls of sweet milk and 
one cupful of water. When tepid add 
one-half cake of compressed yeast, two 
tablespoonfuls of sugar and a teaspoon. 
ful of salt. Stir in enough whole wheat 
flour to make a stiff batter. Allow to 
raise. When light add one egg, one 
tablespoonful of melted butter, one 
cupful of cleaned and dried currants. 
Beat well, then add whole wheat flour 
to make a soft dough. Work well, 
place in greased pans, brush over with 
melted butter, let raise until light and 
then bake in hot oven. When brown 


cool the oven one-half and bake thirty 
minutes longer.

Fan Company Merger. 

It has been announced that the 
American Blower company of Detroit 
and the Sirocco Engineering company 
have merged their interests and that 
the Detroit company, already the 
largest fan and blower concern in the 
United States, will hereafter control 
the Sirocco output. Ever since the 
Sirocco turbine fan runner, an Eng- 
lish invention, was introduced in the 
United States {t has been a source of 
consternation among fan and blower 
manufacturers, for the reason that a 
turbine fan of about half the size of 
older types does the same amount of 
work.

Washington, March 13.—Three 
important developments occurred 
Friday in the insurrection against the 
adoption in the house of the rules of 
the Sixtieth congress to govern the 
incoming congsess. 

A compromise, fathered by Senator 
Cummins of lowa, and presented to 
the regulars by President Taft failed 
to unite the Republican members. 
What was pronounced as a satisfac- 
tory working agreement was @atered 
into by the Republican “insurgents” 
and the Democrats. The name of 
Theodore Roosevelt was mentioned 
as an “insurgent sympathizer.” 

The compromise was one that the 
“insurgents” had under consideration 
ever since the report became current 
that President Taft desired a post- 
ponent of the fight on the rules lest 
it might delay the passage of a tariff 
bill. It provided for the re-election 
of Speaker Cannon and the adoption 
of the rules of the Sixtieth congress 
for the special session. 

After the organization of the house 
on Monday it was provided that a 
resolution should be passed authoriz- 
ing a committee to investigate the 
rules and report on proposed changes 
in the regular session in December. 
It was proposed that the “insurgents” 
be allowed to name four of their num- 
ber for the committee, the Democrats 
six and the regulars five. 

For the regulars, Mr. Watson re- 
plied that the compromise was ac- 
ceptable if amended so as to allow 
the speaker to appoint the committee, 
due regard being given to the 
gents” in its composition. 

The “insurgents’ 
subsequently declared that they would 
accept no such proposal. It 
lieved, however, that President Taft

The Barre Times in commenting 
upon anonymous contributions, so fre- 
quently received by newspapers says, 
“There is so much, and, we might 
say such complete truth in what the 
Brattleboro Phoenix has to say about 
anonymous communications in the 
newspapers that we are tempted to 
print the following paragraph from 
the contemporary’s editorial page: 

“There are people of another class 
who consider knocking the main pro- 


vince of a newspaper. If a railing 
is meeded somewhere on the high- 
way, if a peevish dog has snapped 


at a neighbor's children, if the road 
commissioner has been derelict in his 
duty. If the physician has made a 
wrong diagnosis of a case, or the 
little political boss has been more 
intolerant than usual, the newspaper 
is urged to ‘touch up’ the people con- 
cerned. Very often the trouble which 
is magnified by the person with a 
grouch is not a proper subject for 
newspaper discussion, has only been 
heard from one side, and very often 
also the whole difficulty could be 
easily adjusted by a quiet attempt to 
reach an understanding and disagree- 
able feeling aroused by the pub- 
licity of an airing could be avoided.” 

“Then there is another side to this 
matter of anonymous contributions 
which The Times might touch upon 
at this time, and that is the cow- 
ardice of it. Nine times out of ten 
these communications would not be 
sent to newspapers if the writers 
thought their names would appear 
under them, for one reason because 
the subject matter of the articles con- 
tains ° something which the writer 
knows to be false or something which 
the writer has not the evidence at his 
command to support. So he resorts 
to an underhanded method of thrust- 
ing at an enemy when the latter is 
defenseless for the time-being. An- 
other reason why nine-tenths of the 
communications would not be written 
if the signatures were to be printed 
with them is the sensitiveness of the 
writers to the public glare. Such 
people, we say, better not write com- 
munications. There may be, and 
probably are, other minor reasons why 
“Pro Bono Publico,” “Constant Read- 
er,” etc., would go into their hole if 
they were asked to come out and fight 
man-fashion; but the two named 
above are the chief ones.” 

This matter of anonymous contri- 
butions is a serious one in the ma- 
jority of newspaper offices, and the 
average editor refuses to publish any 
letters or articles, which fail to bear 
the writer's signature. Sometimes 
this is a hard thing to do, as quite 
often the letters contain much, that 
is interesting, and the editor would 
like to publish them if they were 
properly signed.

| Dumb Animals Dead 


George Thorndyke Angell, who died 
at 2.05 yesterday morning in his apart- 
ments in the hotel Westminister, had 
been president of the Massachusetts 
society for the prevention of cruelty 
to animals for more than 40 years. 
His work in the cause of mercy, how- 
ever, was international in its scope 
and had made him for years foremost 
in that field. 

Mr. Angell who was born in South- 
bridge, June 5, 1823, was the only 
child of Rev. George Angell a Baptist 
clergyman of that place. His father 
died when he was but three years old, 
and his mother, who ‘was the young- 
est daughter of Paul Thorndyke of 
Tewksbury supported her family by 
teaching school. When he was fourteen 
Mr. Angell went to Boston and enter- 
edadry goods store on Hanover 
street. He remained there for two or 


three years, and was then sent to an 
academy in Meriden, N. H., to be fit- 
ted for college. He entered Brown 


University, in the autumn of 1842, but 
finding the expense there higher than 
he could afford, after a year’s study, 
he left Providence and went to Han- 
over, N. H., entering Dartmouth. There 
he was graduated in 1846. He then 
returned to Boston, and for ‘three 
years taught school and studied law. 
In 1851 he was admitted to the bar 
and entered the office of Samuel E. 
Sewall, with whom he subsequently 


Capriccio| formed a copartnership which contin- 


ued for fourteen years. 

Mr. Angell early became interested 
in the cause of animals, and as far 
back as 1846 he provided, by will, for 


Gondoliera|the use of a considerable portion of 


his property, after his death, in “cir- 
culating in schools, Sunday schools 
and elswhere information calculated 
to prevent cruelty to them.” 

Early in 1868 he led actively in the 
formation of the Massachusetts Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Ani- 
mals. At that time he was enjoying 
a large and lucrative practice, but he 
substantially abandoned his profession 
and devoted this energies and. the 
greater part of his time to his philan- 
thropic work. The society was in- 
corporated in March 1868. 

From that time on until his death 
Mr. Angell thas been actively engaged 
in his chosen work. As editor of “Our 
Dumb Animals” his name has become 
a household word from one end of ‘the 
country to the other. 


RIGHT LEG FRACTURED. 


Walter Burke of Adams street had 
the misfortune Tuesday to fracture 
his right leg in two places. Mr. 
Burke was in a Boston office building 
and was going from one floor to an- 
other in an elevator, which was in 
charge of a green boy. In some way 
he got caught and before the car 
could be stopped his leg was frac- 
tured.

At the 
headquarters of the Humame Society 
on Milk street it was learned that the 
exact date of the funeral of Dr. An- 
gell had not yef been decided upon, 
though it will be held either Friday 
or Saturday.

RABIES ON THE !NCREASE 


Quarantine’ Restrictions May Be 
Necessary In New York State 

Ithaca, N. Y., March 17.—Dean 
Moore of the New York state college 
of agriculture states that the rabies 
has shown a rapid increase recently 
and that dogs’ heads are coming in 
daily at the state college for examina- 
tion. Since Jan. 1 there have been 
received 117 heads, of which 77 have 
shown signs of rabies. 

“The scourge of rabies in New York 
state is increasing so rapidly,” 
Moore, “that quarantine restrictions 
seem to be imminent. When it is 
known that two-thirds of the cases 
tested are afflicted it can readily be 
seen what proportions the epidemic 
has reached.”

URGED BY TAFT 


Says That Republican Promise 
Must Be Fulfilled 


HE ASKS FOR SPEEDY ACTION 


Points Out That In This Way Busi- 
ness Disturbances May Be Avoided 
—Conditions Not Met by Dingley 
Act, Which Does Not Furnish Suf- 


ficient Revenue—President’s Mes- 


sage to Congress Remarkably Brief 


Washington, March 17.—President 
Taft's tariff message Tuesday afternoon 
left senate and house gasping—be- 
cause of its brevity. As the first 
message of a new president to an ex- 
traordinary session of congress it was 
some 300 odd words long. President 
Roosevelt's first message to congress 


on Dec. 4, 1904, was of more than 
17,000 words, and its reading took 
2% hours. 

In striking contrast to the scenes 


of confusion, disorder and acrimoni- 
ous debate which marked the opening 
day of the house, the session of that 


body yesterday assumed its wonted 
air of dignity. There was general 
good feeling among the members, 


whose main topic of conversation was 
the fight over the rules. The mes- 
sage of President Taft met with pro- 


longed applause from the Republi- 
cans. 
Interest attached to the announce- 


ment by the speaker of the personnel 
of the committees on rules and ways 
and means. The biennial lottery for 
seats was conducted and many were 
the disappointments upon the part of 
those names were the last to 
be drawn. 

The tariff bill was not introduced, 
the delay in its presentation being to 
receive the approval of a new Repub- 
lican member on the ways and means 
committee whom the speaker will 
appoint to succeed Mr. Bonynge of 
Colorado, whose term has expired. 

The text of President Taft’s mes- 
sage was as follows. 

“To the senate and house of repre- 
sentatives: 

“I have convened the congress in 
this extra session in order to enable 
it to give immediate consideration to 
the revision of the Dingley tariff act. 
Conditions affecting production, man- 
ufacture and business generally have 
s0 changed in the last twelve years 
as to require a readjustment and re- 
vision of the import duties imposed by 
that act. More than this, the pres- 
ent tariff act, with the other sources 
of government revenue, does not fur- 
nish income enough to pay the auth- 
orized expenditures. 3y July 1 next, 
the excess of expenses over receipts 
for the current fiscal year will equal 
$100,000,000. 

“The successful party in the late 
election is pledged to a revision. of the 
tariff. The country and the business 
community especially, expectit. The 
prospect of a change in the rates of 
import duties always causes a sus- 
pension or halt in business because 
of the uncertainty as to the changes 
to be made and their effect. It is, 
therefore, of the highest importance 
that the new bill should be agreed up- 
on and passed with as much speed as 
possible consistent with its due and 
thorough consideration. 

“For these reasons, I have deemed 
the present to be an extraordinary oc- 
casion, within the’ meaning of the con- 
stitution, justifying and requiring the 
calling of an extra session. 

“In my inaugural address, I stated 
in a summary way the principles up- 
on which, in my judgment, the re- 
vision of the tariff should proceed, 
and indicated at least one new source 
of revenue that might be properly re- 
sorted to in order to avoid a future 
deficit. It is not necessary for me to 
repeat what I then said. 

“IT venture to suggest that the vital 
business interests of the country re- 
quire that the attention of the con- 
gress in this session be chiefly devot- 
ed to the consideration of the new tar- 
iff bill, and that the less time given 
to other subjects of legislation in this 
session, the better for the country.”

tering the right shoulder blade, per- 
forated both lungs; another pene- 
trated the back of the neck, while 


the thrid struck him on the temple, 
probably as he was turning. 

The American ambassador is in 
close touch with the local authorities 
in their endeavors to run down the 
murderers. While many arrests have 
been made, no direct proof has been 
discovered against any of these men,

It is surprising to us to learn that 
the committee favors this location as 
it is the most thoroughly unsuited and 
inaccessible location which could 
have possibly been selected for a 
schoolhouse, and no one at Houghs 
Neck wants ‘the school there excepting 
those who are anxious to unload an 
elephant upon the City’s hands, as the 
only thing which could possibly induce 
a business man ‘to purchase that prop- 
erty would be for farming purposes, 
and $1,000 would be a fair price for the 
whole property. It is hard to under- 
stand why the Committee recommends 
the paying of $6,000 for a lot in the 
centre of a farm, necessitating a large 
outlay of money to build streets to 
reach the property, besides the portion 
of Sea street nearest to the property 
is the worst in Quincy for snow drifts 
and mud and small children would be 
unable to reach the school during a 
storm. 

A schoolhouse Jot ought to be locat- 
ed in the centre of the town on one or 
more streets accessible to and from 
the cars, and it should be where the 
people want it. If the City can afford 
to pay $6,000 for this lot why not pur- 
chase 60,000 square feet on the corn- 
er of two streets, one of the streets 
being 40 feet wide, and the owner is 
willing to give sufficient land to widen 
the other, Sea street, to 40 feet. All 
this for 10 cents a foot. It is puzzl- 
ing to us why the Committee have 
ignored negotiations in this direction 
when they ought to know that it is the 
proper place for a schoolhouse. It 
seems that it is a case of “cutting 
off your nose to spite your face.” The 
lot ought to be purchased wholly on 
its merit. The only people who favor 
the Norteman property are the ven- 
dors and their friends. 

Now gentlemen of the committee do 
not pay $6,000 for a $1,000 article. You 
are not paying out your own money, 
but that of the taxpayers. Follow the 
rule established when the City pur- 
chased the engine house lot at Houghs 
Neck. For this property which was 
taxed for 5 cents a foot, the City paid 
5 cents a foot. Will anybody attempt 
to argue that the Norteman property 
has any comparison whatever with the 
engine house lot? 

From my point of view the finances 
of the City will be best preserved by 
purchasing a lot in a suitable location 
agreeable to the tax payers and the 
parents whose children are to at- 
tend the school.

Prisoner Had Facilities Fur- 
nished by Authori.igs 


New York, March 18.—After six- 
teen hours spent in sawing two of the 
seven-inch steel bars of his cell with

Dedication of Norfolk's Beautiful 
Naval Y. M. C. A. Building 

Norfolk, March 18.—The fine new 
naval Y. M. C. A. building in this 
city, the gift of John D. Rockefeller, 
was formally dedicated in the pres- 
ence of a large assemblage, including 
a number of distinguished clergy- 
men, naval officers and international 
naval Y. M. C. A. workers. 

The building, which cost $300,000, 
is one of the finest structures in Nor- 
folk, resembling a commodious hotel, 
and is fitted in many ways as a hotel 
for the accommodation of the enlisted 
men of the navy. 

The handsome ship’s colors made to 
order in China at a cost of $605, 
which it was announced the crew of 
the battleship Virginia would present 
to the state of Virginia, were present- 
ed to the Rockefeller naval Y. M. C. 
A. instead of to the state. 

A feature of the dedication was the 
presentation of $1000 in cash from the 
officers and men of the battleship Vir- 
ginia and $450 from the crew of the 
battleship Kentucky. These contribu- 
tions are to be used toward furnishing 
the. building.

Many Cities Being Searched For 
Slayers of Detective Petrosino 
Rome, March 18.—The Italian 
government has sent a telegraphic 
communication to the authorities of 
a large nurmber of cities requesting 
that a vigorous search be instituted 
for the murderers of Lieutenant 

Petrosino or their accomplices. 

Especial vigilance is being observed 
in Constantinople, Tunis, Marseilles, 
Malta and parts of Egypt, while de- 
tectives have been sent to places 
where the Mafia is known to have 
Many adherents.

FIFTEEN MONTHS 


Roosevelt Tells Neighbors He 
Will Come Back “Alive,” 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., March 19.— 
Theodore Roosevelt received at his 
home on Sagamore Hill “Roosevelt’s 
Neighbors of Nassau County, N. Y.” 
a delegation of 250 men, Republicans 
and Democrats, who he had planned 
to receive at the White House on 
March 3, but who failed, on account 
of the storm, to reach Washington in 
time. 

To them the former president, from 
the veranda of his home, made his 
last public utterances prior to his de- 
parture for Africa. He assured them 
that he intended to disprove the 
gloomy foreboding of Professor Starr, 
who declared that Roosevelt will not 
come out of Africa alive if he fol- 
lows the itinerary he has mapped out. 

He promised those present that if 
he proved he was right in a year and 
a quarter they would celebrate to- 
gether. From this remark it appears 
that Roosevelt will be absent from 
the United States no longer than fif- 
teen months.

CLI AX OF PARIS STRIKE 


Tieup of the Pubiic Service Now Ap- 
pears to Be Complete 


Paris, March 1§.—There is not the 
slightest indication of a break In the 
deadlock between the government and 
its striking employes, nor is there any 
prospect of an improvement in the 
situation. The strike, however, will 
be made the subject of consideration 
in the chamber of deputies today and 
a solution of the problem may then 
be furnished. 

The climax of the strike was 
reached last night when 5000 repair- 
ers, linesmem and mechanics decided 
to join the strikers. These were the 
last remaining workmen employed by 
the postal administration. 

The cabinet at its session last 
night passed a decree authorizing the 
dismissal of its late employes of the 
state service and reaffirmed its deter- 
mination not to yield. It announced 
that many merchants have offered to 
lend to the government their em- 
ployes to ensure the public service. 
This is indicative of the completeness 


of the tie-up and the extremity to 
which the government has been 
forced. 


NOT PROPERLY LABELLED 


More Than Fifteen Thousand Bottles 
of Catsup Dumped Overboard 

Providence, March 19.—The waters 
of Narragansett bay were well sea- 
soned with tomato catsup when 650 
cases, containing 15,600 bottles, 
were dumped into the sea because 
they did not meet the requirements 
of the provisions of the federal pure 
food law. 

The catsup was intercepted here 
while in transit from Baltimore to 
Boston. Judge Brown of the United 
States district court ruled that the 
catsup should be confiscated, inas- 
much as the manufacturers had not 
labelled the bottles in accordance with 
the pure food law. 

The stuf was placed on the steamer 
Sagalaore and carried to a point off 
Hog Island. when tke corkscrews 
were brought into play and the con- 
tents of every bottle went overboard. 
United States Marshal Ballou superin- 
tended the work and it teck over three 
hours to accomniish the task. 


WONDERFUL RECORD 
OF HOLSTEIN GOW 


Five Hunered and Fifty-Gne 
Pou:ds of Milk ti a Week 


Brockton, Mass., March 19.—A 
world’s record yield of milk by a cow 
for seven consecutive days has been 
made at the Amherst experiment sta- 
tion by Pontiac Gladi, a Hclstein, be- 
longing to the herd owned by Fred F. 
Field of this city. 

During the seven days of the test 
the cow yielded 551.2 pounds of milk, 
from which 31.94 pounds of butter 
was obtained. The average percent 
of fat was 4.66. 

To insure correctness of figures the 
cow was under watch continuously, 
night and day. 


TH: CUBAN UPRISING 


Fugitives Likely to Evade Their Pur- 
suers For Several Days 

Havana, March 19.—The govern- 
ment is without further news of the 
uprising in Santa Clara province. Re- 
newed assurances, however, have 
come from General Monteagudo that 
all avenues of escape for the insur- 
gents is cut off and that the capture 
and destruction of the band is abso- 
lutely certain. 

Owing to the sparse population and 
the rugged nature of the country it is 
possible that the fugitives may suc- 
ceed in evading pursuit for some 
days. The pfincipal danger now is 
that they may commit some serious 
depredations, such as burning sugar 
plantations or blowing up railroad 
bridges.

OPPOSED TO 
NORTEMAN LOT 


Many Residents Want School 
Nearer Centre, 


Considerable opposition seems to 
have developed at Houghs Neck over 
the purchase of the lot of land of 
William Norteman, selected ‘by the 
City Council Committee on Public 
Buildings for a school lot an@ more 
will probably be heard on the ques- 
tion before the matter is definitely 
settled. 

During the past few days petitions 
have been in circulation about the 
district, remonstrating agaimst the 
purchase of this lot. The objection is 
that the lot is not as central as it 
should be, that it is located too far 
back from the street and that the 
sewer hides it from view. ‘The _peti- 
tioners desire some lot situated on 
the line of the electric care. 

At the public hearing given by the 
City Council, but two lots were of- 
fered, that of Mr. Norteman and the 
Peterson lot. The Cavanagh lot 
which is situated near the fire sta- 
tion was not presented at this meet- 
ing. The reason for this is said to 
be ‘because Mr. Cavanagh had already 
offered his lot to the committee and 
he thought it unnecessary to do so 
again at the public hearing. 

All things being equal the Cav- 
anagh lot would without question be 
the most desirable. The only opposi- 
tion to the lot being the price, which 
Mr. Cavanagh wanted. ‘The price 
asked for the lot is 15 cents per foot. 
It is said however, that since the pub- 
iic hearing, Mr. Cavanagh has said 
that he would sell for a less price. 

The upland of the Norteman farm, 
according to the City Council order 
reported, contains 110,000 square 
feet and the price is $6,000 or prac- 
tically 5 1-2 cents per foot. 

Mr. Peterson offered his lot to the 
Council for 10 cents per foot. Sincé 
the hearing however, Mr. Peterson 
has died, which will probably present 
this lot being seeured at the present 
time. 

The matter of the purehase of a 
school lot at Houghs Neck is now 
before the Finance Committee and it 
is possible that the committee may 
report at the adjourned megting of 
the City Council to be thet Monday 
evening.

Career Had Unhappy Ending 


Laconia, N. H., March 20.—The 
career of a’ once notable figure in 
New Hampshire finance closed last 
night in the passing of Dr. Joseph C. 
Moore, who died at his cottage in 
Lakeport, where, since his downfali 
from a position of power and influ- 
ence, he had lived the quiet life of 
a country physician. 

In the height of his career Dr. 
Moore was known as the New Hamp- 
shire “Napeoleon of finance,” and in 
addition to controlling banks and 
other corporations was a factor in 
politics to be reckoned with. 

The failure of the National Bank 
of the Commonwealth, Derryfield 
Savings bank, and People’s Fire In- 
surance company, all of Manchester, 
in 1893, following the flight of 
Charles F. Morrill, cashier of the 
National bank and treasurer of the 
other concerns, to the Argentine re- 
public, where he died eight years 
ago, ended the business life of Moore, 
who was president of all three. 


Joseph C. Moore was born in 
Loudon, N. H., in 1845. His father 
was a physician with a somewhat 


limited practice. In 1866 he went in- 
to the practice of medicine with his 
father in Lake village, and for thir- 
teen years followed a country phy- 
sician’s routine. He found time and 
money to invest in a number of busi- 
ness enterprises, and gained an in- 
sight into the methods and plans 
which aided him greatly afterward in 
the prosecution of his various busi- 
ness matters. 

In 1879 he went to Manchester, and | 
with Dr. J. H. Riedell and Stillson | 


Hutchins purchased the Evening 
Union and established a morning pa- 
per of the same name. In time Moore 


became sole of The Union, 
which was a financial success. 

In the state election of 1880 he was 
made a member of the state senate. 
In 1884 Dartmouth college conferred 
on him the degree of master of arts. 

Moore's troubles began in 1892, 
when he induced Warren Lane, then 
cashier of the Merchants’ National 
Bank of Manchester, to lend him 
$60,000 without the knowledge of the 
directors. The downfall of Lane 
shook the public confidence in the 
National Bank of the Commonwealth 
and Derryfield Savings bank. During 
the panic of 1893, the national bank 
examiner visited the Commonwealth 
bank several times, but on each occa- 
sion, although the institution was in- 
solvent, the government officials were 
deceived by securities which had been 
switched from the savings bank and | 
fire insurance company. Within a/| 
week the comptroller of the currency 
issued two calls, each to be cf the 
same date.

Legislative Committee Inspects 
Structure Across Neponset 


/FLOOD TIDE PREVENTS COM- 


PLETE EXAMINATION 


New State Boulevard Also Inspected 
By the Committee 


The joint legislative committee on 
Roads and Bridges visited Quincy this 
morning to inspect the bridge between 
Quincy and Neponset. There is a bill 
before the legislature for a new 
bridge and the committee desired ‘to 
see for itself what condition the pres- 
ent bridge was in. 

In the committee were Senator Hib- 
bard chairman of the Senate commit- 
tee, Representative Nason chairman 
of the House committee, Senators 
Cowee and Failey, Representatives 
Malley, Holt, Sargent and Wright, 
Senator Abbott and Representatives 
Langelier and Mildram also accom- 
panied the committee. 

The committee were due at Nepon- 
set at 10.30 but it was an hour later 
before the four automobiles contain- 
ing the party arrived. They were 
met at the bridge by City Solicitor 
MeAnarney who represented the 
City of Quincy in the absence of 
Mayor Shea who is confined to his 
home by illness. 

Unforiunately it was flood tide and 
the condition of the piers of the 
bridge could not be seen. Represen- 
tative Mildram the father of the bill, 
explained the condition of the bridge 
and the committee saw for itself that 
while the Quincy end was fairly wide 
and in good condition the Boston end 
was in bad condition and sadly in 
need of repair as well as being very 
narrow. 

While the committee were on the 
bridge teams from Randolph, Wey- 
mouth andi Quincy passed over as 
well as a large teuring car showing 
the class of travel that used the 
bridge and formed an argumert as to 
why the expense of the new bridge 
should not be borne wholly by Quin- 
cy and Boston. 

After viewing the bridge the party 
made a visit to the new boulevard 
that starts from Atlantic street and 
runs along the Quincy shore. From 
Quincy the party were to visit West 
Roxbury and Columbia road.

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DISASTERS IN 


NORTH ATLANTIC 


Slaty-Two Total Wrecks During 
Fall and Winter Season 


LIVES LOST NUMBERED 221 


Value of Wireless Telegraph Demon- 
strated In the 
Disaster—Steamers Soo City and 
Stickelstad Never Heard From— 
Loss of Cruiser Yankee the Only 
Serious Accident to Naval Vessels 


Republic-Florida 


Boston, March 22.—Two hundred 
and twenty-one persons perished by 
shipwrede and eighty-nine vessels 
met with disaster off the New England 
and British North American coasts, or 


while engaged in the New England or | 


Canadian trade during the fall and 
winter season of 1908-'09, which end- 
ed last night. Of the eighty-nine ves- 
sels cast ashore or lost at sea, six 
steamers and fifty-six sailing craft 
were totally wrecked. 


The most thrilling disaster of the 
season was the collision between the 
White Star line steamer Republic and 
the Italian steamer Florida. 
Florida cut down the Republic during 
adense fog off Nantucket before 
daylight on Jan. 23. Five lives were 
lost. The Italian did not sink, but 
the Republic foundered on the night 
of the 24th while in tow of govern- 
ment craft. The Republic-Florida 
disaster demonstrated the value of the 
wireless telegraph, by which other 
vessels were immediately summoned 
to the aid of the damaged steamers. 

In the series of storms which pre- 
vailed from Nov. 17 to Dec. 5, 165 
persons were drowned. During this 
period four steamers and thirty-five 
sailing craft were lost. The greatest 
disaster, so far as public interest was 
concerned, was the destruction of the 
American steamer Soo City, which 
foundered off the southwest coast of 
Newfoundland, with all on board— 
twenty-five men. It is supposed the 
steamer went down in one of the 
flerce storms which swept over the 
Gulf of St. Lawrence during the lat- 
ter part of November. The hull was 
never located, but much wreckage, 
marked “Soo City,’ came ashore near 
Cape Ray, N. F. 

Another steamer which undoubtedly 
foundered during the latter part of 
November was the Norwegian steamer 
Stickelstad, Glasgow for Sydney, N. 
8. The Stickelstad, which carried a 
crew of thirty, never reached port. 
Like the Fabre line steamer Nevstria, 
New York for Marseilles, nothing was 
heard from her after sailing. 

On Dec. 23, Barge No. 101 of Bos- 
ton foundered in a terrific gale off the 
southern coast of Nova Scotia, while 
fn town of tug James Hughes from 
Boston for Halifax. Seven men lost 
their lives. 

The French bark Artere, St. Malo 
for St. Pierre, Miq., and a number 
of Newfoundland vessels bound from 
Spanish and Portuguese ports were 
never heard from, and it is probable 
the crews were lost. The bark had 
a crew of seventeen. 

During a gale on Dec. 2-3, a dozen 
fishing vessels were wrecked on the 
Newfoundland coast and seventeen 
men were drowned. Twenty men 
were lost from half a dozen St. Pierre} 
vessels in the same storm. 

On Oct. 6 the French fishing) 
schooner Juanita, carrying a crew of | 
twenty, foundered on the Grand | 
Banks. All perished except the cap-} 
tain. 

Seven seamen belonging to the 
French warship Admiral Aube were 
drowned by their launch capsizing in 
the St. Pierre roadstead In a gaie on | 
Dec. 14. 

A collision with a scow off Boston 
harbor on Noy. 21 sunk the British 
schooner Hugh G. and cost the lives 
ef five of her crew. The accident 
Was due to fog. 

The long list of marine casualties was 
lengthened on March 10 by the loss of 
the steamer Horatio Hall, sunk by 
the H. F. Dimock off Nantucket. The | 
steamer Massachusetts, which went! 
ashore the same day in Vineyard, 
Sound, was saved. There was no | 
lose of life in these accidents. 

The navy had few accidents during 
the season. The cruiser Yankee, 
which went ashore on Spindle Rock, 
at the entrance of Buzzards Bay on 
Bept. 23, was floated Dec. 4, but 
foundered north of Penikese Island 
twelve hours later, while being 
towed to port. There were no fatali- 
es.

United States’ Stand Causes Central

City of Mexico, March 22.—It is be- 
lieved that a conference of the five 
presidents of Central American re- 
publics will be held shortly. Word 
has reached here that Presidents 
Cabrera of Guatemala, Davila of Hon- 
duras and Zelaya of Nicaragua have 
agreed to attend the proposed meet- 
ing.

The invitation was 
sent out by President Echeverria of 
the Central American branch of the 
Bureau of American Republics, and 
the purpose of the gathering will be 
a discussion of ways and means to live 
up to the letter and spirit of the 
Washington peace pact and thus re- 
move all cause for intervention by 
either the United States or Mexico. 

This new turn in Central American 
affairs is believed to have been forced 
by the firm stand of the state depart- 
ment at Washington.

Alderman Sends Check For $166.66 to 
New York City Comptroller 

New York, March 22.—Comptroller 
Metz had a new sensation when he 
received a letter from Alderman 
George A. Morrison refusing to accept 
his salary for last February. Morri- 
s0n sent back $166.66 because, he 
said, he did not earn it. He ex- 
plains as follows in the letter to the 
comptroller:

ACROSS CONTINENT 
IN A BALLOON 


Scientist Clayton Expects to 
Make a Remarkab'e Trip 


Boston, March 22.—A balloon 
journey from the Pacific to the At- 
lantic oceans across the breadth of 
the United States has been practically 
ussured for the near future by the as- 
surance of the Aero Club of Seattle 
that it will finance such a journey to 
be undertaken by Henry H. Clayton 
of the Blue Hill observatory. 

Clayton, who has carried on inter- 
esting and valuable scientific experi- 
ments as to upper air currents through 
his balloon voyages, recently ex- 
pressed his conviction that a balloon 
could travel from the Pacific to the 
Atlantic ocean in approximately four 
days, riding at an elevation of two 
miles, where he was convinced fa- 
vorable currents of air were to be 
found. 

Clayton will probably be accom- 
panied by Thomas 8S. Baldwin, the 
aeronaut and dirigible builder for the 
government. It is expected the scien- 
tifle observations to be made will be 
worth the expenses of the trip.

Councilman Cherrington favored 
the minority report. This is the time 
to dicker with the gas company he 
said. 

Councilman Bryant said or 30 
years ago we had not water supply 
and the people were so short sighted 
they said it would never pay. A pri- 
vate company put in a plant and the 
city lost money. 

The city petitioned the legislature 
and asked to put in its own gas plant 
but was refused. Then the present 
company took hold of the plant and 
voluntarily reduced the price to $1.50 
and said when it could afford to fur- 
ther reductions would be made. Give 
this company a chance to expand. We 
want to understand that it costs 
something to day mains. The only 
way to get cheaper gas is to let this 
company expend all the money it 
wants in laying mains and then go to 
the gas commissioners. 

When we can show that they are 
earning a good sum and charging ex- 
horbitant prices the commission wiil 
say reduce your price. He thanked 
heaven that we had found men will- 
ing to develop the gas situation in 
Quincy. 

Councilman Gilson said it would do 
no harm to lay the order on the table 
until the Mayor had received a reply 
from the company. No company will 
reduce its price voluntarily. As long 
as they can get a certain price they 
will reduce it.

Under the present system there is 
a flat rate of five dollars for one 
faveet and a rate of something like 

for a full plumbed house. 

The sre are doubtless some families 
who have one faucet that do not use 
five doll worth of water while 
there are many who use much more 
than that amount but pay only the 
five dollars. 

This is particularly 
of the boarding houses 
River district. 

In houses where 
more boarders the supply of water 
for them is taken from one service 
for which the owner pays but $5. 

Then there are other houses where 
small leaks are allowed to go unre- 
paired and thousands of gallons of 
water runs to waste. 

If all the services in the city were 
metered the water department could 
fix a rate of so much per 1000 gallons 
used and every taker would then on-! 
ly pay for what water was used. 

The result would be a great saving 
in the consumption of water and this 
department would on a pay- 
ing basis. 

Another argument in favor of mak- 
ing one job of metering is the matter 
of the purchasing meters. 

As purchased at present in small 
lots there is no reduction, the city be- 
ing obliged to pay as much ‘by the 
100 as if they purchased but one at a 
time.

‘Shackleton’s Expedition Peile- 


trates Far to the South 
ALMOST REACHED THE GOAL 


Party Turned Back When Within 111 
Miles of the Pole—Reached Mag- 
netic Pole and Discovered Eight 

Chains—Other 

Great 


Importance—Endured Privations

London, March 24.—Lieutenant 
Ernest H. Shackleton of the British 
navy, who left his permanent quarters 
last autumn for a dash to the pole, 
has succeeded, after an arduous 
sledge journey of 1708 miles, which 
occupied 126 days, in reaching with- 
in 111 miles of the South Pole, or 354 
miles nearer than the distance at- 
tained by the “Discovery” expedition, 
of which he was an officer. 

As the expedition to the south was 
undertaken rather for the purpose of 
geographical survey than with the idea 
of reaching the pole itself, it may be 
said to have succeeded beyond the 
most sanguine expectations. 

Profiting by former experiences in 
the Antarctic regions, when all the 
dogs succumbed to the strain and 
rigors of the climate, Shackleton 
made some departures from the usual 
preparations for a journey across the 
snow and ice. He took with him a 
motor car which could be converted 
into a sledge, and substituted ponies 
for dogs and light woolen clothes for 
heavy furs. 


The main expedition, of which 
Shackleton was in command, reached 
latitude 88.23, longitude 162 east, 
while a second part ished forward 


to the soutnern magnetic pole, reach- 
ing latitude 72.25, longitude 154 east. 
The British flag was left flying at both 
points.

While Boston's financial methods 
have been a conspicuous subject of 
discussion during the past two years 
or more it may be usefully réemem- 
bered that some, at least, of the 
criticisms directed against the capital 
city can be fairly applied to Ameri- 
can cities generally. This is particu- 
jarly the case in regard to the issue 
of loans, notwithstanding the exis- 
tence of well known statutory restri- 
tions affecting the debt limit and the 
tax rate, 

The subject was considered, last 
year, in its relation to a plan for a 
new Boston charter, by a special com- 
mittee of the Boston Economic Club, 
over which President Eliot of MHar- 
vard presided. The committee was 
unanimously in favor of creating a 
State board to supervise the issue of 
all Massachusetts city loans. The 
idea was indorsed by the Boston 
Chamber of Commerce and is now be- 
ing actively furthered by a “Local 
Government Board Committee,” of 
which Hon. John D. Long is chairman. 

Competent authorities in local 
government matters look to the con- 
trol of Joans by such a board for a 
much needed check upon municipal 
borrowing, whether within or withont 
the debt limit of individual cities. 
They believe that the benefits would 
not be confined to the immediate 
economy involved but that the expe- 
rience acquired by the board would 
greatly assist in laying down definite 
lines of policy in this respect . The 
constitution of such a board was sug- 
gested in a recent substitute bill be- 
fore the Committee on Cities as one 
member appointed by the Governor 
with two others who shall be heads of 
existing State departments.

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SERVIAN HEIR 
IN SCANDAL 


Renounces Claim to Throne as: 
Result of Murder Charge 


DARK SPOTS IN HIS RECORD. 


Prince George the Central Figure of 
Many Episodes of Unsavory Charac- 
ter—Assault on Convent Showed 
His Loss of All Sense of Decency—| 
His Withdrawal May Have Calming 
Influence on Balkan Situation 


Belgrade, March 26.—A_ cabinet 
council last night decided that the’ 
premier is incompetent to receive a 
direct communication from Crown | 
Prince George, who is subject only to 


his father’s authority. 

The premier will therefore return’ 
the letter which the crown prince sent 
to him, renouncing his right of suc- 
cession to the Servian throne, and 
advise the prince to address himself 
to the king. 

In the letter to Premier Novako- 
vitch the crown prince announces that! 
he has taken this step rather than rest | 
under the suspicion of having mur- 
dered his servant, and that by the re- 
nunciation he foregoes all special | 
privileges and immunities that attach 
to the person of the heir to the throne. 

Recently a bitter press campaign! 
has been waged against the crown | 
prince, who was accused of being) 
{implicated in the death of one of his 
servants and it is now learned that! 
the prince took this action because of! 
a threatened interpellation in the na- 
tional assembly on this subject. 

The prince now declares that before | 
leaving the country he will await the | 
final result of the pending political 
situation, and will join the volunteers | 
as a private in event of war. 

The actions of Prince George of 
Servia in recent years have been the! 
scandal of the Servian court. He will | 
be 22 years old in August, and was 
designated crown prince of Servia 
when his father, Peter I, ascended 
the throne in 1903 after the assassina- | 
tion of King Alexander and Queen! 
Draga. 

The young prince has e 
central figure of several sensational 
episodes since he came to Belgrade 
with his father, culminating with the 
latest affair the murdered servant. 

The exil exploits of Prince George 
would fill a good-sized volume. | 
is said that, compared with Prince | 
George, the late kings of unsavory. 
reputations, Milan and Alexander, | 
may be regarded as having been the 
perfection of western civilization. | 

The record of this royal hooligan | 
contains some very dark spots. in| 
1905 he shot and killed a young 
Macedonian whom he met and quar- | 
relled with while on an excursion with 
his tutor. This was one of several | 
similar incidents which have been | 
diplomatically smothered under the 
description of “unfortunate acci- 
dents.” 

The prince’s daredevil feats of 
horsemanship once led him to put 
spurs at a team of oxen which, har- 
nessed to a wagon, blocked the road- 
way in alane. His horse cleared the} 
oxen, but his hoofs injured the back ! 
of one of the beasts. 

The assault on the convent of the 
Blessed Trinity outside of Belgrade 
proved that the crown prince was lost 
to all sense of decency. With three 
companions he drove from the Cafe de 
Paris in the small hours of the morn- 
ing, battered in the convent wicket} 
gate, ran a sword through the body of 
the faithful watchdog, and then, as} 
they started on a tour of the choisters, 
they were suddenly confronted by the} 
mother superior. Only the threat that 
she would kill herself if they proceed- 
ed farther brought them to their 
senses. 

The prince has been turned out of 
the principal music hall in Belgrade 
for flinging champagne bottles at the | 
leader of the orchestra and for mount- 
ing the stage and publicly making love 
to Mme. Beyla, a favorite performer 
of the Servian capital. He had con- 
tracted a bogus secret marriage with 
a beautiful girl, the daughter of a 
general, three of the prince’s friends 
Masquerading as priests and wit- 
nesses. 

The Balkan difficulty has assumed a 
somewhat new aspect owing to the’ 
abdication of Prince George. The! 
prince hitherto has been considered 
the leader of the war party at Bel-| 
grade and his firebrand speeches have) 
done much to inflame the feelings | 
of the Servian people. There are not 
wanting those both here and at 
Vienna who believe that a political 
move underlies his ‘renunciation. 

Whether or not this is the case, it 
is certain that the removal of the 
crown prince from the scene is a step’ 
making for peace. It will be easier | 
under present conditions for Servia to 
retreat rom a difficult situation.

In 
fact, it is believed that as soon as 
Mrs. Lorillard arrived at her home 
she began to prepare for her death. 
The butler in the Lorillard resi- 
| dence detected an odor of gas per- 
meating the rooms. The fumes were 
| traced to Mrs. Lorillard’s apartments. 
Opening the door of the bathroom, the 
butler found the mistress of the house 
stretched out lifeless on the floor. 

Mrs. Lorillard left a note which the 
coroner has seen but which Lorillard 
has declined to give his permission 
for it to be made public. While ad- 
dressed to no one, it is said, it is 
personal in its nature. 

Mrs. Lorillard was subject to fre- 
quent attacks of despondency, it is 
said. When found she was clothed 
jin a dressing gown. The dog collar of 
| diamonds she wore at the dinner had 
| been removed, but the y circle of 
diamonds that adorned her hair had 
not been displaced. 

Mrs. Lorillard, before her marriage 
to Mr. Lorillard in 1881, was Miss 
Caroline J. Hamilton. She is sur- 
vived by two sons, Pierre Lorillard, 
3d, aged 27, who is traveling ‘n the 
Orient, and Griswold, aged 24, in 
college in New York. 

Since the Lorillards began spending

The Cuyahoga county officials 
waived their rights to the Boyles and 
the latter informed Chief Kohler that 
they would not fight extradition to 
the Keystone state. 

That Mrs. Boyle had nothing to do 
with the actual kidnapping of Willie 
Whitla was the statement made by 
the woman and her husband. Boyle 
said that although he expected to be 
“railroaded” when tried in Pennsyl- 
vania, there is absolutely no way to 
connect his wife with any offense 
committed in that state. Mrs. Boyle 
said she first saw “Billy” here in 
Cleveland and that she “had noth ing 
to do with the other part of the case. 

Mrs. Boyle apparently was in good 
spirits, but her husband maintained 
his indifferent manner, having little 
to say. 

Mrs. Boyle @enied that she is Helen 
Faulkner, and declared emphatically 
that she had never been on the stage. 
“But maybe I'll get the chance now,” 
she added. 

The last doubt as to the identity of 
Boyle was removed when Thomas F. 
Boyle of Sharon called at the police 
station and said the prisoner is his 
brother.

“We believe that national and inter- 
national justice and equity are better 
protection than armies and navies, 
and that this great republic will never 
be attacked unless itself compels at- 
tack by its own injustice or inequity, 
and this we believe will never be.’

INFECTED BEEF 
CANNOT BE SOLD 


Opinion Rendered by Bay State’s 
Attoriiey General 


March 26.—Governor Dra- 
per has stopped the sale of infected 
beef in Masachusetts. Attorney 
} General Malone sent to the governor 
an opinion that the laws of the state 
did not permit such sales. 

The governor started immediately 
on reading Malone’s opinion to have 
the law enforced. He instructed the 
state board of health and Dr. Peters, 
the head of the cattle bureau, to get 
busy and stop the sale of the tubercu- 
losis meat. 

The opinion of the attorney general 
came to the house of representatives 
in response to an order introduced 
about a week ago asking if animals 
infected to any degree with tubercu- 
losis could be killed and the beef sold 
as food witkin the commonwealth. 

Governor Draper sent a_ special 
message to the legislature as quickly 
as he learned of the opinion of the 
attorney general.

Vreeland a Prime Mover For Counter- 
vailing Duty on Oil 
Washington, March 26.—An ad- 
mission by Mr. Vreeland (N. Y.)

How Oysters Drop Pearls. 

“The pearl oyster gives its pearl to 
you as a pretty girl gives you ber 
white hand,” said a jeweler.

METROPOLITAN WATER. 


Complaints have been 
lately of the peculiar taste and odor 
of the city water. 

According to the Metropolitan 
board authorities the odor, which has 
been described by some as like that of 
a crushed geranium leaf, and the 
taste, which is most often described 
as fishy, is caused by the excessive 
growth in the reservoirs ané@ storage 
basins of the system of a low form of 
animal or vegetable growth called as- 
teronella. This along with numerous 
other minute organisms, is constantly 
present in the water and does no 
harm. Owing, it is believed, to the 
cpen weather in February, this as- 
teronella developed more rapidly and 
more extensively than usual, with the 
result that its presence became ap- 
parent. It can be seen in water un- 
der a microscope, but it is claimed 
that it does not impair the quelity. 

It is not uncommon for some 
growth of this sort to develo» in in- 
dividual reservoirs, and in that case 
the reservoirs are shut off until it 
disappears. In the case of the Aster- 
onella, however, it has been found in 
all the reservoirs, so its introduciion 
into the mains could not ‘be prevent- 
ed. 

The amount of the asteronella is de- 
creasing, as shown by tests made by 
the engineers of the Metropolitan wat- 
er board, and it is ‘believed that it 
will entirely disappear in a_ short 
time. It is not known where the 
srowth comes from or what becomes 
of it but the abnormal quantity is 
short-lived.

London, March 29.—While London 
has yet to receive the full details, it is 
understood here that the crisis in the 
Balkans has been adjusted. 

Austria and Servia are both willing 
to make concessions, and any imme- 
diate chance of armed conflict appears 
at an end. 

While Foreign Secretary Grey has 
enhanced his reputation by his suc- 
cessful efforts to maintain peace, it 
is realized that Austria and Germany

John P. Sullivan favored the Norte- 
man lot. You would get three times 
as much land and in ten years the lot 
will be worth ten times what it now 
is and it can not be duplicated for 
$12,000. The tides do not come within 
a hundred feet of the lot. 

One 6f the councilmen asked the 
speaker if he had a family. He re- 
plied yes a wife. Have you any chil- 
dren? Nothing yet replied Mr. Sulli- 
van and the audience roared. Mr. Sul- 
livan said he did not think 75 per cent 
favored the Cavanagh lot. 

Henry W. French favored the Norte- 
man lot. He said that the committee 
of the Associates represented ‘the 
Houghs Neck end of the beach. The 
people of Germantown, Adams shore, 
and Rock Island were not considered. 
We must look ahead for 5, 10 or 15 
years. The Norteman lot was not a 
swamp or bog hole. He did not think 
95 per cent favored the Cavanagh lot. 

Mr. Wall representing Matha Peter- 
son presented that lot containing 
56,000 feet for 10 cents per fott. 

(Personally he belived the Cavanagh 
lot the most suitable. He said he 
would not be satisfied to have a 
school back of the sewer. He had 
signed the Peterson petition. The 
Cavanagh lot was nearer Rock Island 
than Norteman’s. 

A. N. LaBrecque addressed. the 
committee as a proud father of a boy 
who he did not want to send to the 
Norteman lot when he grew up. He 
was the secretary of the Houghs Neck 
Associates and he told of the vote at 
the meeting when the Cavanagh lot 
was favored. From four to six that 
voted had no right to under the by- 
lows, of the eleven who voted for the 
Norteman lot four were members of 
the family and two were directly or 
indirectly connected. He said it would 
be better to pay 15 cents for the 
Cavanagh lot than to get the Norte- 
man lot for nothing. 

In hard storms in winter it would 
be impossible to get to the Norteman 
lot. 

Mr. Regan said there was no com- 
parison between the two lots. In re- 
ply to a question he said he would 
not hesitate to pay 12 cents per foot 
for the Cavanagh lot. 

Capt. Woodbury spoke briefly in 
favor of the Cavanagh lot. 

Mr. Dunkley said there was no 
question but what the Cavanagh lot 
was the best. He claimed that if 15 
cents was paid for this land # would 
fix an assessable value for the bal- 
ance of the land. 

Mr. Norteman, Jr., when asked to 
speak said that the Council commit- 
tee knew all about the lot they had 
reported in favor of and had used the 
Cavanagh lot as an argument to get 
a low price on his father’s lot. 

Capt. Fosdick then requested that 
the Council committee ask all thoss 
in favor of the Cavanagh lot to arise. 
The request was granted and a large 
number arose. When Mr. Fosdick re- 
quested those in opposition to the 
Cavanagh lot to arise no one did so. 

The public hearing was then closed 
and the Council committee went into 
executive session.

MORE RIGID FOOD LAW. 


Only Solution of Beef Problem 
Boston Doctor. 


“A more rigid national food inspec- 
tion law with veterinarians trained 
In comparative pathology who will ac- 
tually inspect is the only solution of 
the controversy over the sale of in- 
fected beef,” said Dr. f°. B. Hagen- 
Burger, speaking Monday evening at 
the Quincy House, Boston, to the Bos- 
ton Stewards’ Association, on the sale 
of diseased foodstuffs. 

“No matter how rigid we make our 
law in this state its purpose will be 
defeated if meat slightly infected can 
be brought here from Vermont or any 
other state and be sold. 

“Why shouldn’t our national meat 
inspection give the same protection 
to the American public that it gives 
to the people of Europe? Under the 
existing law even the poor man of 
Europe is protected from diseased 
American beef. He must be, or our 
meat Cannot enter those ports. Why 
haven’t American citizens the same 
right to protection ? Does the United 
States care more for the citizens of 
Germany or any other European na- 
tion than for her own? 

“The only way to obtain the end 
desired is to petition our legislators 
and agitate the matter through the 
ald of the press.”

The problem of dustless streets is 
that is being seriously consid- 
ered by those having charge of streets 
and towns of the common- 


one 


in cities 
wealth, 

Street commissioner Charles W. 
Ross of Newton is one of those, who 
with the assistance of government 
experts, who have been making ex- 
tensive experiments in this line. 

Commissioner Bainbridge of Quincy 
is thoroughly alive to the situation 
and is keeping a close watch on the 
experiments carried on with a view 
of putting them i noperation in Quin- 
cy. In an interview Commissioner 
Bainbridge says: 

“I have been aware for some time 
that Mr, Ross of Newton was making 
a series of experiments, and I have 
been out to his city to see the opera- 
tions and intend to go again. Every 
official in the state who has the care 
of streets in his keeping has been 
giving this subject careful and serious 
consideration since automobiles have 
become numerous. 

“We street department men have 
experimented with all kinds of oils 
and combinations and I think we have 
come to an understanding that natu- 
ral oil is the only kind of oil that can 
be used successfully. Asphalt oil 
seems to be a favorite at the present 
time, and I have been giving consid- 
eration to a combination ef asphalt 
oil and soap, or some other ingredi- 
ent. 

“I think most of us street men have 
come to the conclusion that the old- 
fashioned macadamized road ought to 
be a thing of the past. New streets 
that will stand up under the automo- 
bile traffic that goes over our streets 
now will have to be treated with a 
mixture of stone and asphalt or some 
other substance that will hold the 
stones together. In other words, the 
street of the future has got to be a 
waterproof street, and we are bend- 
ing our energies toward planning the 
most substantial and economical kind 
of one,” ‘ 

Up to the present time experiments 
have been made with a combination 
of molasses, lime and oil with which a 
small amount of cement was mixed. 
This gives a hard surface and from 
which the wind raises no dust. 

Another method in use is a prepa- 
ration of tar oil. 

The appropriation made this year 
for street watering reads “Watering 
or oiling streets” this giving the com- 
missioner authority to use the oil 
preparation if it is deemed wise. 

Under the old system streets had 
to be watered two or three times a 
day and even then in very dry hot 
weather they were dusty. 

it is claimed that under the new 
process of treating streets they are 
not only made dustless but the ex- 
pense is cheaper than water.

STIFF BATTLE 1S EXPECTED 


Ammunition Wagons In Wake of 
Heavily Armed Troops, Who Re-

—Body of Three Hundred Men 
Closing In on Him 
Oklahoma City, Okla., March 30.— 

Chitti Harjo (Crazy Snake) was sur- 

rounded at midnight in the north 


Canadian bottoms near Pierce. Three 
hundred militia, cowboys and deputy 


sheriffs are closing in on him and |} 


his capture is expected today. 
Scouts have been keeping in close 


touch with Crazy Snake many hours | 
and on information supplied by them | 


the militia officers placed their force | 
in such a way as to drive the old In- } 
dian into the trap. 

The news that he was surrounded | 
by men who would not be likely to al- 
low his escape was hurried into Camp 
Hickory by couriers. Immediately all 
was commotion. Believing that they 
had the main body of Indians trapped 
with the chief, the militiamen dis- 
patched a large detachment to Pierce, 
fifteen miles distant, on forced 
march. These men will join in a} 
death grapple with the old chieftain. 

Colonel Hoffman was sure the In- 
dians would fight, so all the troops 
went heavily armed and ammunition | 
wagons brought up the rear. A big 
posse also started from Checotah on 
horseback at dawn to join in the at- 
tack. 

Colonel Hoffman issued orders that 
by no chance should Crazy Snake be | 
allowed to slip through the lines, | 
realizing that by his capture the ex- 
pected mobilization and final stand of 
the Creeks might be averted. People 
for miles around rallied to the aid in 
the attack on the Indians, as great fear | 
prevails within a radius of twenty- | 
five miles from the Hickory grounds. | 

A battle was expected during Mon- | 
but the only thing approaching | 
it was an attack by deputies on a 
company of Indians in which one of | 
the latter was killed and eight cap- 
tured. The remainder fled, with the

GREAT BRITAIN’S 
NAVAL PROGRAM 


Endorsed bj Gemnoners A ter 
Nofabl; Spaech by Grey 


London, March 30.—By a_- strict 
party vote of 353 to 135, the house of 
commons last night refused to express 
lack of confidence in the government's 
naval policy. 

The leaders of both sides spoke, in 
addition to several lesser lights. A. | 
J. Balfour and A. H. Lee accused the 
eabinet of incompetence and demand- 
ed that eight Dreadnoughts be laid} 
down immediately. Premier Asquith 
and Sir Edward Grey, secretary for 
foreign affairs, reproached their op- 
ponents for making a party question 
of the most vital matter of the coun- 
try’s foreign relations. 

Secretary Grey dwelt on the diplo- 
matie aspects of the British-German 
rivalry and the hopelessness of ex- 
pecting any cessation of the race for 
armaments and he predicted eventual 
European bankruptey if it continued. 
He frankly declared that the British 
havy was designed solely for protec- 
tion against Germany and outlined 
the steps already taken by the ad- 
miralty to secure plants capable of 
coping with any acceleration in war- 
ship building that the situation might 
demand. He assured the house that 
the government had taken adequate 
steps to place British capabilities of 
construction beyond doubt. 


SORROW IN PENITENTIARY 


Chicago Bank Wrecker Gives Up His 
Long Battle For Liberty 
Chicago, March 30.—Gustav F. 
Sorrow, vice president of the Bank 
of America, which failed some years 
ago as a result of conspiracy of some 
of its officials to defraud the stock- 
holders and depositors, is now serv- 
ing an indeterminate sentence in the 

penitentiary at Joliet. 

Tired of fighting’a sentence to pris- 
on and convinced that every means 
had been exhausted in the effort to 
retain his liberty, the former bank of- 
ficial went quietly to Sheriff Strass- 
heim and asked that he be taken to 
the penitentiary. 


GOT LAND BY FRAUD 


Company Relinquishes It After 
Paying $200,000 In Court 

Salt Lake City, March 30.—The 
Utah Fuel company pleaded guilty 
in the United States court here to the 
fraudulent acquisition of 14,040 
acres of coal land, paid a fine of $8000 
and $192,000 for the coal extracted 
and relinquished the land.

Many Tempting Dishes Made 
At Cooking Lecture = 


The fourth of Mrs. Janet McKenzie 
Hill’s demonstration lectures on cook- 
ing under the auspices of the Wollas- 
ton Kindergarten committee was | 
given Monday afternoon in Brasee 
hall, Apparently ‘the interest is grow- 
ing, as more ladies attended this lec- 
ture than any previous one. Mrs. Hill 
began by saying, we do not give 
enough attention to food. After air 
and water, food must make the bones, 
blood and tissues and keep the body 
in repair. If the right food is not 
provided and we are not fed properly, 
warped nerves and bones not made, 
is the result. We are what we eat. 
People with good stomachs have been 
able to rid themselves of consump- 
tion and other diseases. Pupils asked 


; her where to get all this information 


about food and she said it was not to 
be found in any one book or maga- 
zine, but that we must keep up to 
date on the subject of foods by reaa- 
ing the latest. 

We often hear people say “Don't 
give children sweets.”. Sweets have 
tueir objects as does more substan- 
tial food, sugar is a stimulant and it 
is craved ;it is not the main thing but 
should be eaten at the end of the 
meal. To make one happy and con- 
tented need not be elaborate. Stewed 
figs and properly prepared dates were 
natural sweets and she told how to 
cook them. Men with that craving for 
sweets supplied did not take to al- 
coholic drinks and children must be 
given sweets or they satisfied that 
longing at the candy store or soda 
fountain, which should be discour- 
aged. 

Custard Renversee, the dish in 
which it was baked was first coated 
with caramel, and when turned from 
the mould makes a sauce around the 
custard—was the thing made and is 
an entirely new dish. 

Caramel Charlotte Russe made in a 
mould lined with lady fingers and 
garnished with whipped cream, 
chopped pistachio nuts and slices of 
cherry—should have been photo- 
graphed—and was just as good to eat 
as it looked. 

Rebecca Pudding, made of corn 
starch, milk, sugar cocoanut and 
eggs and turned into a mould to be- 
come chilled and served with currant 
jelley and a boiled custard which Mrs. 
Hill explained in detail how to make 
so that it would not curdle. 

Custard Souffle with Salbayon 
Sauce was a delicious concoction, she 
said it was a favorite dessert in Ger- 
many and explained how whe sauce 
could be used as a dessert, in fact 
spoke of a place in Boston which 
served it and called it Zabione. 
Orange and lemon juice could be used 
in place of sherry wine, but why ob- 
ject to a cooking wine which con- 
tains no more alcohol than does 


|yanilla. Pineapple Omelet was pro- 


nounced by all the finest yet. It not 
only contained pineapple but was sur- 
rounded with pineapple and lemon 
juice, which brings out the flavor and 
powdered sugar was sifted over the 
top. She said the subject of omelets 
is a fascinating one, as interesting as 
a novel. A pan should be kept for 
the purpose so as to be smooth and 
she explained the way of making both 
French and puffy omelets though not 
on the list. 

Apricot Dessert, Easter style was 
appropriately named and looked like 
a poached egg and it was a delectable 
dish. Mrs. Hill said it could be var- 
ied according to what you have in the 
house. 

Mrs. Hill not only gave details as 
to making all these good things which 
the ladies enjoyed eating but gave 
valuable hints as to the easiest way 
of doing things and also several re- 
ceipts not down on the program, and 
it was a most practical and instruc- 
tive afternoon. 

In closing her lecture Mrs. Hill told 
the ladies the importance of cooking 
the food for her family. Have the 
sewing and sweeping done if neces- 
sary, but a woman's first duty was to 
see that her family was well fed; that 
they get proper nutriment especially 
young children. After attending a 
lecture like this we go home and 
work with more enthusiasm leaving 
nothing to regret in after years. 

The next lecture on April 5, will be 
on Desserts Frozen.

WHY WOOD DECAYS. 


Piles driven by the hut dwellers of 
the Baltic centuries ago are as 
sound today as when first placed. The 
wooden coffins in which the Bgyptians 
buried their dead are still preserved 
in perfect conditicn after thousands 
of years of service. 

The longevity of timber under these 
two extremes of climate and moisture 
conditions has naturally made people 
ask, What causes wood decay? The 
answer is, fungi and bacteria, low 
forms of plant life which live in the 
wood and draw their nourishment 
from it. ‘The little organisms are so 
little that a microscope is required 
to see them, yet their work results in 
the destruction of billions of feet of 
timber each year and the railroad 
corporation with its cross tie bill run- 
ving up into seven figures and the 
farmer who spends a hundred or so 
dollars a year for fence posts are 
alike drawing upon the knowledge of 
experts in all parts of the world in 
efforts to learn the most economica? 
and most satisfactory method of pre- 
serving wood against the inroads of 
decay. 

The small organisms can grow 
either in light or in total darkness: 
but all of them require requisite 
amounts of air, food, moisture and 
beat. If one or more of these essen- 
tial requirements is lacking, they can- 
not live, and the decay of timber will 
not take place. Wood constantly sub- 
merged in water never rots, simply 
because there is an insufficient supply 
of air. This condition accounts for 
the soundness of the old Baltic piles. 
On the other hand, if wood can be 
kept air-dry it will not decay because 
there will then be too little moisture. 
The timber used by the Egyptians 
will last indefinitely so long as it is 
bone-dry.

Commenting upon the abolition 
of the tariff on art, the Boston Adver- 
tiser says “It is, perhaps, too much 
to expect that the United States cus- 
toms appraisers will be sufficiently 
intelligent to know a _ real “old 
master” from a spurious. It is al- 
most superfluous to observe that a 
fraudulent painting whicu will fool a 
collector will fool a customs apprais- 
er. But it is apparent that some ex- 
ra precautions will be necessary tu 
this country, in some degree, 
against a flood of. extremely modern 
paintings with somewhat venerable 
signatures. It is cabled already from 
Paris that a few dealers are emphas- 
izing the possibility of a brisk trade 
in these spurious paintings, as soon as 
the tariff on paintings more than 20 
years old is removed. It is even 
claimed that there are thousands ol! 
spurious Corots, Daubignys ana even 
Botticellis and Raphaels, not to men- 
tion others, waiting in storage for the 
coming opportunity. However, this is 
a new dndustry. It may be be- 
lieved that ifa fraud is suificiently 
clever to. find sale as a genuine “old 
master” it need not await the removal 
of the duty. The chief danger in the 
removal of duty, in this matter of 
frauds, lies in the assumption that 
there will be a stimulated trade in 
valuable paintings with ithe duty’s re- 
moval. However, the trade in high- 
valued paintings is not sufficiently 
impetuous to raise any grave alarm at

ihe prospects. Extra precautions, 
however, may fairly be urged upon 
the United States customs depart- 
ment.”

LODGED IN JAIL 


Crazy Snake Is Badly Injured 
In a Brush With Troops 


TROUBLE IS NOT YET OVER 


Officers Predict, However, That There 
Will Be Little Shooting From This 
Time On—Seminoles Reported to Be 
Preparing to Join Outlaws—Leader 
Wants Promise Made by Christopher 
Columbus Adhered To 


Oklahoma City, Okla., March 31.— 
A dispatch from the scene of the In- 
dian uprising reports that Crazy 
Snake, the leader of the band of out- 
jlaws, has been captured after being 
badly wounded and that he has been 
taken to the federal jail at Muskogee. 

Thre is now no reason to believe 
that there will be a general encounter 
with the fugitives. Ambuscades in 
some force, however, are not impos- 
sible, although officers left in charge 
;at Camp Hickory, as the hamlet of 
tents has been named, predict that 
there will be little shooting from this 
time on. ‘The moral effect of militia 
uniforms and glistening bayonets has 
been great. 

Great excitement prevails among 
Seminole freedmen near Holdenville 
because of the arrest of one of their 
number, Frank Coker, charged with 
killing Marshal Baum and Deputy 
Odom during the fight at Crazy Snake's 
house on Saturday. 

Residents of that region are fright- 
ened over reports that the Seminoles 
are arming to join Crazy Snake's 
band. Negro agitators worked among 
the Indians to incite an uprising. One 
story declares that the Seminoles 
marched in armed This is 
not confirmed.

In his statement Crazy Snake in- 
sisted on going back to the time of the 
landing of Columbus, who, he said, 
had promised that “as long as the sun 
rises, as long as the waters run, as 
long as the grass grows,” his agree- 
ment to care for and protect the In- 
dians should last. When the Indians 
were removed from Alabama to Indian 
territory, he said, these promises had 
been repeated. 
he said, “was the agree- 

ment and the treaty, and I and my 
people came out here and settled on 
this land. We carried out these agree- 
; ments in all points and violated none. 

“I went through death for this cause 
(referring to his services as a Union 
soldier during the war). I served the 
father faithfully, and as a reward I 
regained my country and I and my 
children will remain in it and live 
here as we did in the old time. I be- 
lieve it. I know it Is right. I know 
ltt is justice.”

SERVIA'S RIGHTS 
NOT VIOLATED 


King Peter's Governmen: Accepts 
Decision of Powers 


ROW WITH AUSTRIA SETTLED 


Formula Agreed Upon Presented by 
Representatives of Foreign Nations 
at Belgrade—Servian Princes Swap 
Names, Alexander Becoming George 
While George Will Be 
Alexander 


Known as 


Belgrade, March 31.—The furmula 
agreed upon by the powers of Europe 


and Austria-Hungary for the settle- 


ment of the dispute between the dual 
monarchy and Servia was accepted by 
the Servian government Tuesday. 

The formula was presented at the 
foreign office by the British, French, 
German, Russian and Italian minis- 
ters, and Servia will, through her 
minister at Vienna, deliver to the Aus- 
trian government today a note to the 
following effect: 

First, Servia declares that her rights 
have not been violated by the annexa- 
tion by Austria-Hungary of Bosnia and 
Herzegovina and accepts the powers’ 
decision to annul paragraph 25 of the 
treaty of Berlin; second, Servia will 
not protest against the annexation of 
Bosnia and Herzegovina; third, Servia 
will maintain peaceful relations with 
Austria-Hungary; fourth, Servia will 
return her military forces to normal 
conditions and will discharge the re- 
servists and volunteers; she will not 
permit the formation of irregular 
troops or bands. 

This note has been prepared at the 
suggestion of the powers and will be 
sent with the object of terminating all 
misunderstandings between Austria- 
Hungary and Servia. First, however, 
it, together with the former note to 
Austria, will be submitted to the na- 
tional assembly for approval. 

On Tuesday King Peter issued a 
ukase changing the names of his sons. 
The step is taken to preserve the 
name of George as head of the house 
of Karageorgevich. 

The former crown prince, George, 
who last week renounced his rights 
to the throne, will henceforth be 
known as Alexander, while Alexander, 
George’s younger brother, who has 
been recognized as crown prince, will 
be known as George. 

George, the new crown prince, has 
been made a lieutenant in the army. 
The local press is urging that he be 
sent to Buropean colleges to complete 
his education. 


DRIVEN INTO A FRENZY 


Tosti Tried to Assault Roosevelt Be- 
cause Son Was Deported 

Paris, March 31.—A special dis- 
patch from Rome says that Giuseppi 
Tosti, ex-President Roosevelt's assail- 
ant on board the steamer Hamburg, 
emigrated from Italy to New York 
with his son. The latter was deport- 
ed as a dangerous character and Tosti 
appealed to the White House to have 
the order of deportation rescinded. 
This appeal at first was not answered, 
but finally Tosti was informed that 
Roosevelt could not interfere in the 
matter. 

According to the dispatch, Tosti 
then decided to rejoin his son and em- 
barked on the steamer Hamburg by 
pure chance. Being under the delu- 
sion that the ex-president wished to 
harm his son the sight of Roosevelt 
drove him into a frenzy. 

The authorities at Naples will take 
charge of Tosti on the arrival of the 
Hamburg and place him on trial. 


TWO AMERICAN ENTRIES 


Races Will Follow Motor Boat Ex- 
position In France 

Nice, France, March 31.—The in- 
ternational motor boat exposition, in 
which motor enthusiasts of many 
countries are interested, was opened 
at Monaco today. The exposition pre- 
cedes the motor boat races, which 
will be sailed at Monaco from April 4 
to 11. All the entries in the races are 
shown in the exposition, the condi- 
tions of the race requiring them to be 
placed on exhibition. The two Amer- 
ican entries, the Dixie II, internation- 
al champion of last year, owned by 
Edward J. Schroeder of New York, 
and the Standard, owned by Price 
McKinney of Cleveland, are attracting 
much attention. 


Indian Revolt In Mexico 

Mexico City, March 31.—Maya In- 
dians in the southern part of the Yuca- 
tan peninsula have revolted. Colonel 
Royes was killed by them and four 
fellow offiecrs were either killed or 
mortally wounded. The disturbance 
occurred in a penal settlement. Many 
Yaqui Indians have been banished to 
the place. 


Dr. Triplett’s Great Record 
Morgantown, W. Va., March 31.— 
Dr. N. H. Triplett died at his home 
near here at the age of 97 years. He 
officiated at the birth of 1768 babies, 
of which but four died at birth.
